High School Graduation May 
Take Place Outdoors as 
Large Class Graduates 

Superintendent Tells Kiwanians Of School Costs — Miss Roy 
Talks on Education 


Because there isn't a hall In New- 
ton large enough to accommodate the 
630 young men and women, who will 
he graduated from Newton High 
school next June, and at the same 
time provide seating for their friends 
and relatives who desire to attend the 
graduating exercises. Superintendent 
Ulysses G. Wheeler of the Newton 
school department announced at yes- 
terday's meeting of the Newton 
Klwanis Club that for the first time in 
the school’s history the exercises will 
take place out of doors in the huge 
football stadium. Graduation day has 
been set for June 10th and cannot he 
changed so that if inclement weather 
prevents the outdoor program, the 
1932 class will he obliged to hold the 
ceremonies in the high school hall 
und will be limited to one ticket per 
pupil for father or mother. 

Mr. Wheeler, who is a Kiwuniau, 
addressed the club on the subject of 
school costs pointing out that educa- 
tion isn’t expensive if we view it, as 
we would in the purchase of mer- 
chandise, from the standpoint of 
whether or not we get our money’s 
worth. Moreover, he furnished in- 
formative facts and figures to prove 
that the percentage of increase in the 
cost of education in Newton during 
the past 10 years is far less than the 
increased cost of most of the other 
branches of city government. Miss 
Calista Roy, Assistant Superintend- 
ent of the Newton schools, who was 
introduced as "the hardest worker in 
the Newton school system," also ad- 
dressed the club. She described the 
work that the schools are doing by 
comparing the present educational 
methods with those of the days 
"when we went to school.’’ 

Ten hoys and girls, representa- 
tives of the 12,000 school children who 
make up Superintendent Wheeler’s 
family of students, attended the meet- 
ing. They were pointed to as 10 of 
the reasons why Newton annually 
spends $1,400,000 for education, em- 
ploying a force of 570 teachers and 
executives. The speaker decried the 
prevalent tendency to attack educa- 
tion as a major factor in the in- 
creased cost of government, declaring 
that education is the most important 
function of government because of 
the fact that the boys and girls we 
are educating today will soon be 
called upon to take our places, to 
carry on all of the varied activities 
of business and professional and gov- 
ernmental life. In a great measure, 
he pointed out, the success they will 
achieve and the prospects of our na- 
tion rest upon the training they re- 
ceive in our schools. Therefore, in 
his opinion, they will get just about 
as much out of education as we are 
willing to put into it. 


“It is not altogether what Educa- 
tion costs," declared Mr. Wheeler, 
"it is what you get out of it. Are 
we getting our money’s worth? That’s 
the question you should ask yourself. 
In buying a suit of clothes or a pair 
of shoes you ordinarily get value in 
proportion to what you are willing to 
pay. The same applies to Education.” 

Then he compared the increased 
costs of various civic government ac- 
tivities during the past 10 years. In 
that period in Newton the school 
costs have increased 72 per cent. 
They compare favorably with the cost 
of the Fire department which in- 
creased 107 per cent in the same 
period : of the Playground depart- 
ment which increased 259 per cent; 
Engineering, 80 per cent; City Clerk's 
department. 95 per cent; Law depart- 
ment, 204 per cent; Accounting. 94 
per cent; Street department, 78 per 
cent; Police department, 72 per cent 
und Public Buildings department. 33 
per cent. 

"There is no reflection intended on 
any department in these figures,” ex- 
plained Mr. Wheeler, "but I just want 
to put the School department in the 
proper perspective with the others." 

Kindergarten, primary grades, Jun- 
ior High school and Senior High 
school work was explained by the 
speaker. He also told interestingly of 
the special class work that is being 
conducted for crippled children who 
are taught in the homes by teachers 
who go from one house to another 
"carrying education to the crippled 
youngsters" and of the lip-reading 
classes formed to aid those who ar 
deaf or hard of hearing. He described 
the extensive and successful health 
program that is carried on at our 
schools and the physical education 
that is given to the pupils. The work 
in practical arts, in sewing, cooking 
and manual training was. described 
Vocal and instrumental instruction, 
evening schools, vacation school and 
vocational school efforts also were 
explained. 

For her part. Miss Roy emphasized 
the fact that Education in the past 
50 years has traveled "as fast and as 
far as light and transportation/ 
School work, she declared, has ad- 
vanced from the carriage days to the 
automobile age, from the era of the 
kerosene lamp to the electric light 
period. For instance, she selected 
arithmetic as "the much maligned sub- 
ject". In no way is this, or any other 
fundamental, being neglected, she 
said. The subject, however, is being 
approached from a different angle and 
with different emphnsis. In her opin- 
ion. more arithmetic is being taught 
in the schools today then ever before, 
but students are being taught this

It has been definitely decided by 
Mayor Weeks that the whole stretch 
of Washington street between the 
railroad bridge at West Newton and 
Peabody street. Newton Corner, will 
he resurfaced this Spring and Sum- 
mer. Recently it was announced that 
probably only half of this very execra- 
ble highway would he repuired this 
year, but this plan has been aban- 
doned. Already the City of Newton 
has received from the Commonwealth 
$23,000 for damage done to the street 
by the laying of the big Metropolitan 
District water main in it. In addition 
to this sum the Stae is going to pay 
the city $35,000 towards the cost of 
he resurfacing. The city also expects 
to obtain $30,000 from Middlesex Coun- 
ty as a contribution to the cost of the 
big job. County officials have agreed 
to give this amount and the Legisla- 
ture has been asked to authorize this 
payment. It has been roughly esti- 
mated that the work will cost about 
$ 200 , 000 . 

The State Department of Public 
Works will have charge of the pro- 
ject. It will advertise for bids and 
its engineers will supervise the work. 
There will be a 40 foot concrete road- 
way in the centre of the street while 
this will be flanked on either side by 
macadamized roadways permeated 
with tar or asphalt. It has been agreed 
by State officials that the work of reg- 
ulating traffic on the street while the 
reconstruction job is in progress will 
lie performed by men who formerly 
served as reserve policemen on the 
Newton Police Department. These men 
were deprived of employment when 
it was decided to have the police in 
this city do patrol duty nights in au- 
tomobiles instead of on foot. Most of 
the Reserve policemen have since been 
without work and the employment 
they will obtain when the Washington 
street job starts will aid them. 


Weeks Campaigns 
As G.O.P. Delegate 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton 
and Rep. Albert F. Bigelow of Brook- 
line on Wednesday began an active 
campaign for election on April 26th 
as delegates from the ninth congres- 
sional district to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention. Plans for the cam- 
paign were made at a meeting in 
Newton in which Mrs. Ella M. Vaughn 
of Waltham and Mrs. Henrietta M. 
Cazmay of Cambridge, candidates for 
alternate delegate in the same dis- 
trict, were present. 

Committees are now being appoint- 
ed in every ward of the cities and 
towns which comprise the Ninth dis- 
trict — Newton. Brookline, Waltham. 
Watertown. Wellesley. Weston. Lin- 
coln. Ward 22 of Boston and Wards 
4 to 10 in Cambridge. The Weeks- 
Bigelow group is pledged to work for 
the renomination of Hoover and all 
four were selected on the slate pre- 
pared by Louis K. Liggett, Republi- 
can National Committeeman of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Mayor Weeks, who is in his third 
year as chief executive of Newton, 
lias established a state-wide reputa- 
tion because of the program of econ- 
omy he has instituted in municipal 
government. With Rep. Bigelow lie is 
primarily interested in the renomina- 
tion of Herbert Hoover for president, 
and the promotion of economy and re- 
duced taxes in federal government.

Newton Council. Knights of Colum- 
bus. observed the 50th anniversary of 
the founding of the Order at the New- 
ton Catholic Club, West Newton, on 
Tuesday night. The banquet, held to 
celebrate the occasion, was in charge 
of Walter J. Connor of West Newton. 
Grand Knight of the Council. Edward 
H. Powers officiated as toastmaster 
and the speakers included Rev. Rob- 
ert Mantle of Newton, Joseph M. Kir- 
by. State Deputy; James Dempsey, 
representing Mayor Weeks; ex-Con- 
gressman Peter Tague, James P. Gal- 
lagher, P.G.K.; John E. Riley. P.G.K., 
and Daniel J. Gallagher, Past State 
Deputy. Among the 150 guests pres- 
ent was Rev. Francis Cronin of East 
Boston. 

Rev. Fr. Mantle praised the K. of C. 
for its co-operation with the Church 
in marvy commendable projects. State 
Deputy Kirby told of the aims of the 
Order. He was presented with a bas- 
ket of flowers, sent with the good 
wishes of the officials of the Massa- 
chusetts Catholic Order of Foresters. 
Mr. Dempsey, secretary to Mayor 
Weeks, gave a comparison of New- 
ton’s activities in public affairs 50 
years ago und today. John E. Riley, 
who lias been a member and active 
worker in the K. of C. for nearly 
50 years, told of the early days of 
this Order and the praise he had re- 
ceived from Pope Benedict for the 
work performed by the Order during 
the World War. James P. Gallagher 
indulged In reminiscences of former 
days In Newton. Hon. Peter Tague. 
representing Mayor Curley, told of the 
early days of the K. of C. in Massa- 
chusetts. He asserted that with con- 
ditions in their present chaotic state, 
the country needs stabilizing Influ- 
ences such as the K. of C. He con- 
tended that the Catholics in this coun- 
try have not had fair numerical rep- 
resentation in Congress. 

The principal address of the night 
was given by Daniel J. Gallagher, in 
a scholarly speech he traced the his- 
tory of the American Constitution and 
laws of this country, modelled on 
the Mugna Charta. which was the 
work of a Catholic bishop and Catho- 
lic barons. He told of the patriotic 
aims of the Knights of Columbus, the 
loyalty always displayed by Catholics 
in this country during national crises, 
and their proven patriotism. He de- 
rided the self-titled 100% Americans 
who contend that t/ helics should not 
be allowed to hold high office in this 
country and he asserted that such 
bigots did not talk in this vein dur- 
ing the World War when Catholics 
furnished much more than their quota 
in the Army and Navy of the United 
States.

City Sells Land 
Not Needed for $50 

At the lust meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen it was voted to authorize 
the transfer of two lots of land at 
Needham, owned by the City of New- 
ton as part of its water reservation, 
to Annie B. Page of Melrose for the 
modest sum of $50. The land con- 
tains 7300 square feet. This price 
gives the land to the Page woman 
for less than ^ie per square foot. The 
reason for this seeming philanthropy 
on the part of the city is explained 
in the following letter sent by Town 
Counsel Cox of Needham to City So 
licitor Bartlett of Newton — 

"On account of the new State High- 
way Route 129 being built in part 
along Greendale avenue, Needham, the 
location of Greendale avenue lias been 
so changed in front of the property 
now owned by Annie B. Puge that her 
property is left without any frontage 
on the street and the land now owned 
by the city of Newton by virtue of the 
relocation came between the new 
street line and her property, as shown 
on the enclosed plan. 

“Don’t you think the city of Newton 
would be willing under the circum- 
stances to give a deed of 7,800 feet 
of land to Annie B. Page of Melrose, 
as it would appear that this area 
would be of no earthly use to the city 
of Newton?" 

It was contended that the city does 
not need this land.

The situation in the Newton schools 
was discussed on Monday at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Newton Rotary 
Club at the Woodland Golf Club by 
Mr. George H. Tracy, chairman of the 
Newton School Committee. Mr. Tracy 
was introduced by James B. Melcher 
who exemplified the speaker as one of 
the high type of Newton citizens who 
have long filled official positions. Mr. 
Tracy expressed his pleasure at the 
opportunity of addressing the local 
Rotarians saying that there were 
things to he said and to be understood 
regarding the cost of Newton schools. 
He stated that his remarks should be 
construed as his own personal opin- 
ions and not those of the School Com- 
mittee and that if he appeared critical 
of other officials it was not intentional 
on his part and that it was only an 
effort to present facts. He mentioned 
his eight year connection with the 
school committee and that there was 
always a fine spirit of cooperation on 
the part of other city officials in an 
effort to further the welfare of pupils 
in the Newton schools. He cited a 
background of a previous position in 
Connecticut as Superintendent of 
Schools and a direct contact with 
school matters of more than twenty 
years. 

On January 1st. 1925. when he be- 
came a member >f the Newton School 
Committee the population of Newton 
was 48.000 as against 68.000 today. 
Tlie total valuation of property in the 
city in 1924 was a little more than 109 
millions of dollars — today it is more 
than 165 millions of dollars. In 1924 
the tax rate was $27.40. in 1931 it was 
$26.60. During the past ten years ten 
school buildings have been built, two 
of which were replacements and three 
new junior high schools. The matter of 
school buildings has been a major 
problem and it is not yet entirely 
what it should be. The School Com- 
mittee has a task similar to running 
an $11,000,000 business. 

Appropriations for school purposes 
in 1924 totalled about $993,000 and in 
1931 the amount was $1,374,463. In 
1924 the actual expenditures totalled 
$977,466 and last year totalled $1,352.- 
249. The differences of $16,000 in 1924 
and of $22,000 last year were turned 
back into the Excess and Deficiency 
account. Mr. Tracy stated that the 
School Committee had a legal right 
to spend these sums but in the inter- 
ests of economy they were turned 
back. 

Comparing the amount spent for 
school purposes in Newton with 
amounts spent in the 39 cities of the 
state Mr. Tracy stated that in 1924 
Newton ranked 30th spending $7.74 
for each $1,000 in valuation. The high- 
est in that year was $12.71 and the 


lowest $6.29. Last year Newton ranked 
36th among the same 39 cities with 
$7.61. In 1931 the highest was $15.32 
and the lowest $6.83, with hut three 
cities lower than Newton. In 1930 
Newton ranked 35th with only Boston, 
Salem, Quincy and Holyoke having a 
lower figure. Springfield, regarded as 
' one of the high grade cities in the 
state In school and other municipal 
'matters, was 20th in 1930. 

I In 1924 the direct appropriation to 
the School Department in Newton was 
about $929,000 and in 1931 this amount 
was $1,316,598. Mr. Tracy compared 
amounts made for school purposes to 
other departments in these two jrein 
as follows: Building Department — 
1924—192.163: 1931—167.000 i with five 
more school buildings): Forestry De- 
partment— 1924— $6.504 : 1931 — $10.- 

415: Health Department — 1924 — $11,- 
000; 1931— $22,000. 

Referring to the cost per pupil in 
the Newton schools the 1924 figure 
was $113.45 and in 1931 it had increas- 
ed to $128.43. In 1924 the teaching 
staff comprised 392 persons and in 
1931 there were 507. The increase was 
largely due to the introduction of the 
junior high school system with more 
teachers needed for increased enroll- 
ment in the elementary and high 
schools because of the increase in 
population. In 1924 there were 9.168 
pupils in all Newton schools and in 
1931 there were 11,674. Each year for 
the past five years an increased en- 
rollment of from 300 to 650 pupils has 
been faced. Last September the in- 
crease in pupils totalled 600. 

Mr. Tracy gave figures showing the 
increase in cost per pupil of about 
$4.00 in the high school. $6.00 in the 
junior high schools. $10.00 in the ele- 
mentary schools and $14.00 in the 
kindergarten. The increase in cost of 
the elementary school pupil was due 
largely to the adoption of the present 
salary schedule, with a maximum of 
$2,000. Mr. Tracy explained that salary 
increases went to teactfers eligible for 
an increase upon the recommendation 
and approval of the Superintendent of 
Schools. He further explained that no 
increase was given unless such a 
recommendation was made. 

Replying to rumored charges that 
the members of the School Commit- 
tee were not businesslike in their 
methods Mr. Tracy stated that the 
committee took the precautions not to 
incur legal liability towards making 
such increases obligatory. He cited 
the methods of the fire Und police de- 
partments where increases were obli- 
gatory until the situation was correct- 
ed a short time ago. He explained that 
he made this point, not in a critical 
spirit, but in an effort to show that

MANY LEAKS IN NEW SCHOOLS 

Tho Hnvere wind and rain storm of 
last Sunday night and Monday mor- 
ning proved that a number of tho 
newer public school buildings In this 
city are not weather proof under such 
conditions. At the Weeks Junior high 
school at Newton Centre about 15 
leaks showed on tho walls and ceil- 
ings. Several of these were around 
the tower of the building. More were 
through the walls on the second floor 
and others were through the walls 
on the first floor. Some water seeped 
through tho wall in the boiler room 
and a considerable amount of water 
seeped into the storage room in the 
basement where tho girls park their 
bicycles. 

Leaks also became evident at the 
Cabot School, Ward School, Warren 
School and Day School. The older 
school buildings In the city, most of 
which were erected by local con- 
tractors, have proved to be of better 
contruction. They do not leak, as do 
the newer structures. 


INQUEST REPORT ON WEST 
NEWTON FATALITY 

In the Newton court last Friday 
Judge Brown of East Boston made his 
report on the inquest held on the 
death of George E. Ames of Arlington 
who was killed by a train at the West 
Newton station on February 18. Judge 
Brown found that no unlawful act on 
the part of any person caused Ames’ 
death. Stephen Fallon, trainman on 
the train which killed Ames testified 
that before the train started from he 
station, Ames was walking hack and 
forth along the platform. Fallon 
asked Ames if he was going to hoard 
the train and the latter shook his 
head to indicate that he was not. The 
train started, Amps walked towards 
the rear end of the last car and was 
run over by the wheels under the last 
truck on the car.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Already the Legislative Committees 
have reported on 1194 of the 1637 mat- 
ters referred to them this session. 
This is more than 72 per cent and 
shows a speedier disposition of mat- 
ters at this time than was the case a 
year ago the last week in March. 
There are 443 matters to be reported 
whi?h shows that there is still plenty 
of work before both branches. One 
thing has been commented upon and 
that is the length of daily sessions in 
the Senate and the House. Until the 
present month debates were not fre- 
quent. Now. however, scarcely a mat- 
ter is acted upon without a great deal 
of talk. The Senate broke all records 
for the year when it remained in ses- 
sion March 24 until nearly 6 p. m. 
wrangling over the proposal to reduce 
the salaries of legislators. 

The so-called “Lame Duck" amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution relat- 
ing to the length of the sessions of 
Congress have been acted upon by 
both branches. They have referred 
the matter to “the next General 
Court”, with a provision that the vot- 
ers at the State election next Novem- 
ber shall vote whether or not they 
favor the proposed amendment. 

The House overturned three reports 
of the Committee on Labor and Indus- 
tries for changes in the provisions of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act. 
Representative Luitwieler opposed 
substitution in the course of the de- 
bate and he and Representatives 
Baker and Thompson were recorded 
against the bills. These bills included 
one to provide that compensation of 
employes injured in industrial acci- 
dents be paid from the day of the in- 
jury. Another provides that employes 
injured in industrial accidents be com- 
pensated during the entire period of 
total incapacity. The third defines the 
term "average weekly wages” as com- 
pensation during a six-day week. 

Visitors to the Governor’s office dur- 
ing the administrations of Gov. Fuller 
and Gov. Allen will remember Francis 
O. P. Carlson, assistant secretary. Mr. 
Carlson, who is now a deputy tax 
commissioner, has been decorated by 
the War Department with a medal of 
the Purple Heart for meritorious ser- 
vice in the World War. 

Of the various power and light mea- 
sures, so called, none has aroused 
more discussion this session than the 
bill to abolish the so-called service 
charge by gas and electric companies. 
The Committee on Power and Light 
reported adversely but the House sub- 
stituted the bill for the committee’s 
report. The Senate, however, killed it. 
By rollcall, 15 to 7, the Senate refused 
to order the bill to a third reading. 
Senator Hollis was recorded as voting 
against the bill. 

The Senate killed the bill eliminat- 
ing educational requirements as a pre- 
requisite to the taking of civil service 
examinations. The House had passed 
the bill but the Senate voted to re- 
ject by rollcall, 19 to 15. Senator Hollis 
was recorded as voting against the 
bill. 

Among the proposals rejected by 
this year’s Legislature during the past 
week were the following: that the fee 
for licenses for pasteurization of milk 
be reduced to 50 cents, for amend- 


ments to the law relative to produc- 
tion. distribution and sale of milk and 
cream; that insurance companies be 
authorized to select their risks in con- 
nection with the issuing of policies 
under the law relative to compulsory 
liability automobile insurance: for 
legislation to provide alternative and 
optional compulsory liability insur- 
ance for owners of motor vehicles; 
for legislation to provide that veter- 
ans who are members of the Boston 
police department may be included in 
the retirement system of that city: 
for amendment to the law relative to 
compensation of dependents of police- 
men and firemen who are killed in the 
performance of duty; relative to the 
retiremenf of members of police and 
fire departments of cities and towns; 
that public utility corporations be pro- 
hibited from making charges for 
other than commodities actually used 
by consumers and for an investiga- 
tion and the State Department of Pub- 
lic Health and Public Welfare rela- 
tive to the financial needs of certain 
expectant mothers. 

The Democratic members have been 
more or less stirred up over the 
Presidential primaries which take 
place April 26. The differences be- 
tween the Smith and Roosevelt forces 
have caused more or less friction and 
this will probably continue until the 
date of the primaries. The Republi- 
cans have nothing to worry about and 
can devote, as they are doing, their 
entire time to the Legislature. 

A bill providing for the establish- 
ment of a State Board of Registration 
of Hair Dressers and Cosmetologists 
has been reported by the Committee 
on State Administration. It is based 
on a petition of Senator Max Ulin of 
Boston. Originally the bill included 
electrologists -but that provision was 
stricken from the draft reported by the 
committee. The bill has been given 
its first reading in the Senate and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means.

Had he worn a uniform it might have 
meant that he was one of a signal 
corps and at that moment engaged in 
a drill or some sort of military maneu- 
ver. Hardly probnble. 

Still, there the flag fluttered and be- 
neath stood I. wondering and groping 
for an explanation that seemed con- 
vincing. I dared not call to the man 
above. He was obviously busy and. no 
matter how experienced one may be- 
come roosting on ladders, any unex- 
pected noise might upset him. I hesi- 
tated to expose him to that.

Where "News” Comes From 

One of those half-ideas that came 
to me recently has achieved full 
bloom in another mind. How often that 
happens to all of us. We think of 
something and then discover that an- 
other has had the same thought and 
fully developed it. It had occurred to 
me that the daily newspapers through- 
out the country owed considerable to 
the State of New Jersey for such news 
stories as are carried on for days and 
days and which help increase the 
number of readers. 

Lo and behold I have found that a 
well known newspaperman in New 
York has written an article beginning. 
"In the last decade the ‘Skeeter’ state 
of New Jersey has furnished the 
newspapers of the United States, and 
particularly those published in New 
York City, with some of the most 
thrilling stories to ramble across the 
copy desk of a city room.” 

The allusion to the technical pro- 
cess by which these matters are 
handled need not puzzle you. It means 
what a lot of people call "sensational 
articles”. The writer, Stanley R. Rose 
of “Newsdom”, cites the Lindbergh 
kidnapping and then adds, "For years 
gangland murders, husbands slain by 
pleasure-seeking wives, suicides and 
deaths involving national and inter- 
national personalities have crept into 
the news columns from the sovereign 
state across the Hudson.” 

He proceeds to specify such cases 
as the Hall-Mills murder where a 
minister and a woman member of his 
choir were murdered by unknown per- 
sons; the “Black Tom” explosion in 
which a long train of cars, loaned 
with ammunition for use by the Allies 
in France, exploded; the famous silk 
strike at Patterson and Passaic, the 
death of Thomas A. Edison, several 
bank robberies, mysterious murders, 
etc., all of which you must recall. 

"Metropolitan city desks are ever 
alert when news flashes speed across 
the wires from New Jersey," says the 
writer. Is it any wonder? 

The "Lame Duck” Question 

"Pro Bonehead Publico" is the signa- 
ture attached to an anonymous com- 
munication in which this column is 
asked to elucidate the phrase "Lame 
Duck" as applied to sessions of Con- 
gress. I confess to a feeling that the 
letter is genuine. If my reading of 
many detective stories has helped me 
in such matters my deduction is that 
the writer was a woman. As I recon- 
struct the crime — no, 1 don’t really 
mean that — she wrote in a facetious 
mood but still was like a lot of people 
who had read Washington dispatches 
and the news from the State House 
about ratification of the latest pro- 
posed amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

A Congressman who is not reelect- 
ed is called a "Lame Duck” and when 
he returns to Congress to finish out 
liis term after election he must face 
the scorn of his colleagues. What the 
chunge proposed would bring about is 
an end of the Congressman’s term 
when defeated.

McMillan To 

Lecture on Arctic 


Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of Captain Donald B. MacMillan's lec- 
ture before the Central Club next 
week will ho the pictures and story 
obtained by him on his airplane ex- 
plorations of the Arctic regions.

Rotarians Hear 
Talk On Schools 

(Continued from Pago 1) 
the School Committee used a more 
businesslike method. 

Referring to the intense public in- 
terest in schools and the cost of opera- 
tion tho speaker wondered if many 
people lost the true perspective be- 
cause of the fact that the problem was 
so close. He gave figures to show that 
t lie increase in school costs was not 
out of proportion to those of other city 
departments in the pnst ten yenrs. 
From 1921 to 1931 expenses in the 
General Dept, have increased 503 per 
cent, in the Accounting Dept. 94 per 
cent, City Clerk’s Dept. 95 per cent. 
Engineering Dept. 80 per cent. Police 
Dept. 72 per cent. Fire Dept. 106 per 
cent. Playground Dept. 259 per cent. 
Street Dept. 78 per cent. Welfare 
Dept, (with the heavy burden of the 
past two years) 76 per cent and In the 
School Dept. 72 per cent. Commenting 
upon these increases Mr. Tracy said 
that he deemed that all were justifi- 
able and gave them only to show that 
the cats of our schools are not run- 
ning away as many would have us be- 
lieve. Such a checkup with other de- 
partments reveals that these increases 
are normal and have arisen out of new 
demands upon the school system and 
out of situations over which there is 
no control. With this comparison there 
can be no real grounds for criticism 
of school costs. 

Mr. Tracy explained in detail the 
situation in regard to increases in 
teachers’ salaries this coming year. 
The subject was first discussed by the 
School Committee last fall but no 
decision was made. Nearly $7,000 was 
the amount necessary to raise salar- 
ies of all teachers eligible for an in- 
crease. provided it was so recommend- 
ed. for the four months of 1932 from 
the opening of school in September 
to December 31. The amount involved 
is small and if it were figured in the 
tax rate would make a difference of 
less than half of a cent. With $530,000 
in the Excess and Deficiency Account 
and a total city budget of $1,536,000 it 
will he necessary to raise about $4,- 
000,000. less certain amounts received 
from state and county funds by the 
tax levy. The item of $7,000 is neglig- 
ible from this standpoint. 

In making up the school department 
budget the committee took off $5,000 
from the amount originally recom- 
mended, to provide new teachers and 
eliminated the item providing for sab- 
batical years. The Mayor reduced the 
request for miscellaneous supplies by 
$10,000. Mr. Tracy stated that this 
item includes funds used to purchase 
textbooks and while there had never 
been enough money provided to re- 
place textbooks the department had 
been able to get along, although some 
of the hooks were in extremely poor 
condition. 

At the Januafy meeting the subject 
of salary increases was discussed at 
length and the committee finally vot- 
ed to include the item of $7,000 in the 
budget. Since this action was taken 
those who voted to retain the item had 
been subjected to severe criticism 
which Mr. Tracy felt was not justified. 
He' said that “the salary of no teacher 
has been increased as yet nor do I 
know whether or not any Increases 
will be given”. He also explained that 
the budget is made up in January and 
that salaries are fixed at the April 
meeting to go into effect in September. 
He went on to show what the result 
would have been if the $7,000 item 
had not been included in the budget. 
If the committee later decided that 
salaries should be increased the money 
would not have been available unless 
a request was made for an additional 
appropriation. Additional requests for 
funds for salary increases made after 
the passage of the budget could he 
refused by the Mayor and the Board 
of Aldermen. As the matter stands 
now the School Committee has the 
money available and any part of it 
not used may he turned hack into the 
Exc ess and Deficiency account. 

“But there are other considerations 
Involved,” Mr. Tracy added. He stated 
that he could not see why a teacher 
who was drawing a salary below the 
maximum and was eligible for an in- 
crease should be penalized for not get- 
ting the usual increment while the 
teacher who was already getting the 
maximum escaped penalty. It seemed 
to the committee the fair thing to do 
was to have the money available if 
the time came when it was decided to 
use it. He mentioned the fact that he 
was recorded in the negative on the 
vote but that this was because he was 
opposed to the reduction of another 
item and not because he was opposed 
to the increases. Mr. Tracy further re- 
marked that no good reason had yet 
been given him as to why the in- 
creases should not he granted but that 
if there were a good reason he would 
give it close attention. It was his 
opinion that there Is no necessity for 
retrenchment with the city in Its pres- 
ent good financial condition. He failed 
to see any reason why Newton should 
set an example to other cities where 
financial conditions have run riot. He 
also expressed himself willing to help 
work out a plan which would he 
equitable to all should the necessity 
for retrenchment arise but he is un- 
willing to penalize the lower salaried 
teachers just to set an example. "New- 
ton should manage its affairs for 
Newton and not for other cities who 
have gotten into financial difficulties.” 

Concluding his remarks Mr. Tracy 
intimated that he would retire at the 
end of his present term in the belief 
that "no man should serve too long 
in any public position.” “There are 
others competent to assume public 
duties and to succeed one who bus 
served a reasonable period. If I have 
done anything towards the upbuilding 
of Newton and its schools I am glad. 
Public matters need the co-operation 
and understanding of all und I am 
grateful to have had the opportunity 
of expressing my , views before the 
Newton Rotary Club.” 

In response to u question regarding 
the present lower cost of living hav- 
ing un effect similar to a raise in 
sulury of all touchers Mr. Tracy 
agreed that there was some truth in 
tills assertion although doubting the 
probability of a 24 per cent reduction 
in living costs as being applicable to 
Newton. The lower cost of living does 
not change his feeling in the matter

Newton Federation 


WELFARE CLOTHING CHEST. All 
outstanding activity during the fall 
and winter season, and one which has 
benefitted many, and been a source of 
satisfaction to Clubwomen, has been 
that of caring for the Welfare Clothing 
Chest by the Civics or Community 
Service committee of the Newton 
Federation, which committee is com- 
posed of the chairmen of these com- 
mittees In the affiliated Clubs. Under 
the direction of Mrs. Arthur W. Lane, 
of Auburndale, each Club has been re- 
sponsible for a definite period of ser- 
vice. 

Starting last Novomber, this com- 
mittee has kept the clothing chest 
open and has distributed clothing on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday 
afternoons of each week, and will con- 


tinue doing so until April. Their quar- 
ters have been at the old Police Sta- 
tion in West Newton, where the May- 
or’s Relief Committee has Its offices, 
and with which the Federation has co- 
operated. 

The work is under the direct super- 
vision of the Newton Welfare Bureau 
and was originally undertaken by the 
Federation about a year ago because 
the demands at that time were too 
great for the regular force maintained 
nt the Bureau to handle. It has been 
more or less of an experiment In a 
time of need, but It has been demon- 
strated that It has given the needed 
assurance of good will and of genuine 
Interest in the well-being of Newton 
residents. 

The committee has distributed ap- 
proximately 7,000 articles in the pa t 
four montliH, and has spent $600 for 
new garments, which sum was given 
for that purpose by the Mayor’s Relief 
Committee. While these figures are 
not so large as those of a year ago. 
they represent the same amount of 
oversight and time as was given last 
year. The needs of this winter have 
been many times more acute; fami- 
lies who under normal conditions 
would never have called for assist- 
ance have been served: at the same 
time it has been the policy of the 
committee to try to return this com- 
plex problem of philanthropy in 
April to the able workers of the 
Welfare Bureau, with as few involved 
situations as possible for them to 
meet Jn the future because of this 
venture. 

Donations are still solicited. The 
need Is still great. Everything is 
used someway, somehow, and some- 
where. 

EXECUTIVE BOARD. Notwith- 
standing the inclement weather of 
Monday, the monthly meeting of the 
Executive Board of the Newton Feder- 
ation. held in the library of the Tech- 
nical High School, was well attended. 
A roll ••all of the affiliated Clubs 
showed representatives present from 
each. 

Mrs. Samuel N. Braman, president, 
presiding, called attention to the 
joint State Conference of the Com- 
munity Service, Art. and Motion Pic- 
ture committees, to be held April 6th, 
at the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, 
offering a splendid program. 

Among committee reports. Mrs. 
Arthur W. Lane, chairman of Com- 
munity Service, reported that the Wel- 
fare Clothing Chest Is to be returned 
very soon to the management of the 
Welfure Bureau; and that sweaters 
recently knitted by Clubwomen were 
exceedingly well done, and were a fine 
addition to the clothing dispensed. 
Miss Miriam Drury, New. No. 3380-M. 
still has a small quantity of yarn 
available for sweaters. 

Mrs. Newton A. Merritt. Jr., chair- 
man of the Education committee, re- 
pojfe'-d consideration with representa- 
tives of High School teachers of schol- 
arships to be given by the various 
Clubs for further education of pupils 
graduating next June. 

Mrs. C. H. Lippincott, chairman of 
the Social committee, announced that 
luncheon tickets for the Annual Meet- 
ing will he 50 cents. 

A most gratifying report of receipts 
and expenditures was read by Mrs. 
Charles A. Riley, of the Health Christ- 
mas Seal committed. showing that 
over $5,500. was given to the Newton 
Welfare Bureau and the balance to 
the State for this work.

Marion's attorney 
was Leonard Poretsk.v of Boston. Mar 
ron and his attorney contended that 
Mayor Weeks and Chief Hughes of 
the police department had been preju 
diced and unfair. Serg. Sheridan told 
of watching the fire stntion at New 
ton Highlands for two hours on the 
night of October 15 and seeing Mar- 
ton loafing there while he should have 
been patrolling his route.

SCHOOL AFFAIRS 


A regular meeting of the Newton 
School Committee was held Monday 
night. All the members were pres- 
ent. Supt. of Schools Wheeler In 
formed the committee that tills year' 
graduating class at the High School 
will number 630. Last year the class 
graduating numbered 546 and the au- 
ditorium at the school was much too 
small to accommodate either ^lie grad 
nates or their friends. Mr. Wheele 
submitted a letter from Principal Pal 
met* of the High School which told 
that at the graduation exercises last 
year many of t lie graduates were 
forced to sit In the gymnasium be- 
hind the stage of the auditorium 
where they were shut off from the 
affair. Mr. Palmer suggested several 
different plans to provide adequate 
accommodations for the graduation 
He favors holding it outdoors at the 
Dickinson Stadium. In case of rainy 
weather the exercises might be trans- 
ferred to the auditorium or to a large 
tent, if the latter were provided. 
School Committeeman Mather suggest- 
ed that the Harvard plan, whereby 
two sets of tickets are issued, lie 
used. One set is issued for the ex- 
ercises. should they he held outdoors: 
t he other, fewer in number, are for 
the indoor exercises. The committee 
voted to leave the matter in charge 
of Supt. Wheeler and Principal Pal- 
mer. 

At the request of Supt. of Play- 
grounds Hermann, the committee 
voted to authorize the plucing of "No 
Trespassing’’ signs on the athletic 
field at the high school, and to ask 
the police to enforce this order. Last 
year t lie Newton police department 
was requested to keep trespassers off 
the athletic field, hut they have con- 
tinued to trespass and damage the 
field. Some of the trespassers are 
hoys who play baseball, and one is 
Newtonville resident of mature 
years who 1ms persistently used the 
field ns a golf course, not helping the 
turf. He contends that as a citizen 
of Newton he has a right to use pub- 
lic property. It’ many citizens fol- 
lowed ids example, it would he a sorry 
looking athletic field. 

The petition recently sent to Mayor 
Weeks by residents «r Harding street, 
Taft avenue, and other streets In West 
Newton, near the Waltham line, ask- 
ing for a new school in that neigh- 
borhood. was referred to the sub- 
ommittee on school sites. 

School Committeeman Fernald 
asked that the grounds around the 
Pierce School he improved. He stated 
these grounds are very muddy in wet 
“ eather. •

Why should 
the city furnish special police service 
to eliminate a nuisance caused by any 
entertainment place in Newton? The 
.icenses Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen need not grant a permit for 
tills dance hall unless those operating 
the place agree to pay for special 
police who will perform the duty that 
Mr. Smith wants patrolmen from other 
sections of the city to perform. 


Will Rogers recently praised 
the “blockaid” method of relief for 
the unemployed now in vogue in New 
ork City.

Fire Chiefs Are 

K. of C. Guests 

One of the most interesting nights 
of the series of “Nights” being con- 
ducted by the Council was held last 
evening in Elks’ Hall. About three 
hundred members and friends of mem- 
bers of the Council were present. 

The first’ showing in Newton was 
made of the City of Boston Fire Dept, 
motion picture and was enthusiastical- 
ly received. The film proved very in 
structive ns well as intensely inter- 
esting. Lt. James J. Donovan, aide to 
Commissioner Edward McLaughlin of 
the Boston Fire Dept., gave the illus- 
trated lecture. 

Chiefs from the neighboring fire de- 
partments were introduced by Grand 
Knight Walter J. Connor who presided 
at the open meeting. Chief Clarence 
Randlett of the Newton department 
was guest of honor and was accom- 
panied at the gathering by many of 
his officers and men. Chief Ahearn of 
the Watertown force told some inter- 
esting incidents and figures on his 
department. The main talk of the eve- 
ning was delivered by Chief Sheldon 
Allen of the Brookline Fire Depart- 
ment, and stressed the importance of 
Civilian interest in the local depart- 
ments. His stirring talk and the trib- 
ute he paid the men in his own unit 
as well as the men in all fire depart- 
ments gave ills listeners a keener in- 
sight into this important branch of 
municipal protection. 

The Council is planning to conduct 
a “Police Chiefs’ Night" in the early 
part of next month. Later in the 
month it is planned to hold “Post 
Office Men’s Night” at which time 
many of the local men will take a 
prominent part in tiie proceedings. 

The purpose or the series of 
“nights” is to bring home to the aver- 
age man and youth a better realiza- 
tion of the life and duties of the men 
who are daily seen in uniform in all 
cities,— the fireman. policeman and 
lettercarrier. The fact that these gath- 
erings hold a decided interest in the 
minds of men is attested to by the 
large number present. 


Again Criticizes 
School Committee 

Alderman Charles B. Floyd of 
Auburndale at the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
again publicly criticized the Newton 
School Committee. He referred to the 
addresses made recently to the New 
ton Rotary Club by Chairman George 
H. Tracy of the School Committee! 
and before the Newton Iviwanis Club 
by Supt. of Schools U. G. Wheeler 
These gentlemen spoke on the public 
school situation in Newton and re- 
ferred to the costs of conducting the 
schools. Mr. Floyd asserted that the 
School Committee, and especially its 
Chairman, are not in step with the 
times. 

He said that he has no complaint to 
make regarding the actions of the 
School Committees prior to 1930, but 
what the committee has done since, 
and proposes to do, gives concern. Re- 
ferring to the statement made by Mr. 
Tracy before the Rotary Club, that the 
cost of increasing salaries of teachers 
in the Newton schools this year will 
amount to only $7000, Mr. Floyd said 
that this statement is misleading. He 
contended that $7000 will provide for 
increases in salaries for but four 
months and that the cost for the en- 
tire school year will be $21,000. Mr. 
Floyd accused the School Committee 
of not intending to economize in ac- 
cordance with the request of Mayor 
Weeks. “The School Committee’’, con- 
tinued Mr. Floyd, “apparently consid- 
ers the employees of the School De- 
partment privileged.” He said that to 
give the teachers salary increases 
this year will cause injustice to other 
city employees. He asserted that the 
School Committee intends to increase 
the salaries against the wishes of the 
teachers themselves and he warned 
the School Committee that if they 
persist in this intention, they will be 
taking the first step towards a gener- 
al decrease in teachers’ salaries next 
year, as the taxpayers will demand 
such action to afford relief in tax 
burdens.

Alderman Ball Gets Tire. 

Alderman Henry W. Bail of New- 
ton Highlands became tired at the 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night. He became ho 
tired that lie was constrained to in- 
from ids colleagues in a peeved voice 
of hiH fatigued condition. Mr. Ball’s 
weariness was not physical; It was 
psychical. It was caused, according 
to Ills statement, by what he termed 
"the ranting and raving" of his fel- 
low alderman from Ward 5, John Tem- 
perley. Mr. Temperley had been ad- 
dressing the Board on the matter 
of land at the water reservation owned 
by the City of Newton in the Town 
of Needham. It was the third time 
in recent months that Mr. Temperley 
had addressed the Board on this sub- 
ject. The cause of his remarks to 
the Board on Monday night was an 
order presented to the Board by the 
Finance Committee recommending the 
transfer of 7300 square feet of land 
owned by the city in Needham to 
Anna Page of Melrose for the sum 
of $50. 

Referring to the sale of this land 
for such a nominal price, Mr. Tem- 
perley called attention to his unsuc- 
cessful attempt at a preceding meet- 
ing to have other land recently pur- 
chased by the city as an addition to 
the water reservation re-assessed. 
This land, 22% acres in area, was 
bought at a price of $1000 the acre; 
its assessed value. The assessed 
value of land adjoining it is much 
lower. Temperley had contended 
that the City of Newton had paid 
an exorbitant price for these 22% 
acres and that this area should be re- 
assessed at a valuation comparable 
with surrounding land for two rea- 
sons; to save the city money in taxes 
paid to Needham, and to forestall this 
city paying a higher price than ne- 
cessary, should it take more land in 
the future in the area adjoining tiie 
22% acres recently purchased. Mr. 
Temperley’s efforts to have the land 
re-assessed met with no support from 
his fellow aldermen. So. when this 
new phase of the land situation at the 
water reservation in Needham crop- 
ped up, he believed it an opporthne 
time to renew his argument. 

The three members of the special 
committee on water. Aldermen Gal- 
lagher. Jamieson and Bail, took the 
floor in turn, to reply to Temperley’s 
argument. Gallagher explained that 
the 7300 square feet to be transferred 
to Mrs. Page is or no value to the 
city. It is located at the south bound- 
ary of the water reservation and be- 
cause of the relocation of Greendale 
avenue in Needham, which has been 
made part of Route 12S. a State High- 
way. two small put*-* Is of land owned 
by the city are now located between 
the relocated street and propertv 
owned by Mrs. Page. Gallagher said 
that this land is now in Mrs. Page’s 
front yard. As the lady’s residence 
is given as Melrose, this assertion is. 
perhaps, somewhat inaccurate. Refer- 
ring to the taxes paid by the city 
on the alleged excessive valuation, 
which bothers Temperley, Aldermen 
Gallagher suggested an ingenuous sol- 
ution. Alderman Jamieson agreed 
with Gallagher and explained thnt the 
two parcels are narrow slivers of land, 
separated by Greendale avenue from 
the remainder of water reservation, 
that they are ot' no value to the city, 
and thnt money will eventually be 
saved by selling this land, even at the 
small price specified. Temperley re- 
plied that he did not contend that $50 
is not a reasonable price for this 
land, but he wants the other 22% 
acres re-assessed. 

Alderman Bail then arose and told 
of the ennui which had come upon 
him because of the alleged tiresome 
iterations of Alderman Temperley on 
the value of the newly acquired land

W eeks- Bigelow 
Slate Endorsed 
By Committee 

At Meeting To Discuss Coming 
Primaries 


At a meeting of the Republican City 
Committee last evening in the rooms 
of the West Newton Co-operative Bank 
a unanimous vote of endorsement was 
given the candidacy of Mayor Weeks 
of Newton and Rep. Bigelow of Brook- 
line as district delegates from the 
ninth Congressional District to the 
coming Republican National Conven- 
tion. This marks the first time in 
several years that the City Committee 
has endorsed a candidate or group of 
candidates when a contest has been 
eminent. 

The Weeks-Bigelow slate which was 
chosen by National Committeeman 
Louis K. Liggett as plpdged to the re- 
nomination of Pres. Hoover is being 
opposed by Representative Clarence S. 
Luitwleler of Newton Highlands and 
Prof. Thomas N. Carver of Harvard. 
They have also announced their in- 
tention of voting for President Hoover. 

After some discussion Chairman 
Charles E. Hatfield put the question 
on the endorsement of the Weeks-Big- 
elow slate and as no negative vote was 
evidenced the vote was recorded as 
unanimously in favor. About thirty 
members of the committee were pres- 
ent. Rep. Luitwleler. who Is a mem- 
ber of the Ward 5 committee was not 
present. 

It was also voted to notify all reg- 
istered Republicans by postal card 
of the coming primary election on 
April 26th when candidates for dele- 
gates to the convention will be elect- 
ed. The postal cards will in addition 
note the polling place, time of open- 
ing and closing of polls, and the City 
Committee’s endorsement of the 
Weeks-Bigelow slate. 

A little more than a month from 
now the Republican City Committee 
will open Headquarters in some cen- 
tral place as the first step in the or- 
ganization of the Republican party for 
the coming national election in the 
fall. The headquarters will remain 
open until the election on November. In 
its registration work the committee 
will co-operate with the newly formed 
Republican Club of Newton. 

On the matter of keeping the polls 
open until a later hour the committee 
voted to notify the Board of Aider- 
men of its vote of two years ago 
when the committee went on record 
as in favor of a later closing hour. Thi; 
request will be added to that of the 
Republican Club which went before the 
Aldermen at a recent meeting and 
which is now being considered by the 
proper committee. It is the general 
opinion that the increasing agitation 
for a later closing hour will result in 
such action by the Aldermen although 
it is improbable that the change will 
go into effect for the Caucus.

The meeting of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night was fea- 
tured by a temperamental outburst on 
the part of Alderman Bail and another 
attack on the School Committee by 
Alderman Floyd. For the second time 
in recent weeks a delegation of 
Hunnewell Hill residents appeared at 
the Aldermanic chamber, on this occa- 
sion to protest against permit- being 
granted for the erection of a group of 
garages near Hunnewell Circle by 
John T. Burns. The meeting, which 
started at 8:05, was attended by all 
members of the Board except Aider- 
men Harte and Howlett. 

The first hearing announced at the 
meeting was that on the petition of 
the Telephone Company for a permit 
to construct an underground conduit 
on Washington street from Channing 
street to Peabody street. No one ap 
peared to object to this petition. The 
second petition to have a hearing was 
that of John T. Burns to erect 2 four- 
car garages on Hunnewell Circle. New- 
ton. Ralph W. Wales of Newtonville 
appeared for Mr. Burns and stated 
that in his capacity as civil engineer 
he had drawn plans for the group of 
garages which Mr. Burns desires to 
build. He said that these garages are 
quite necessary to accommodate the 
tenants in the 12 apartments owned 
by Mr. Burns at Hunnewell Circle; 
that it is difficult to rent these apart- 
ments without having garages, and 
that the tenants will leave unless the 
garages are erected. He explained that 
he had worked the plan out with Mr. 
Warren of the Public Hearings De- 
partment of the City of Newton. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Wales the proposed 4- 
car garages are necessary, because in 
normal times some of the tenants 
would own two cars. He stated that 
the driveway which would be used 
to provide a passage for the cars from 
Washington strw«t to the garages. is 
not a foot passage, as contended by 
objectors to the petition, but was 
really the original street, which furn- 
ished access to Hunnewell avenue, un- 
til a new street was constructed in 
1S90. 

Clarence L. Newton of Lenox street. 
West Newton appeared as attorney 
for those objecting to the petition. He 
submitted plans which he said could 
be used instead of the plan submitted 
by Mr. Burns. He also presented a 
petition signed by a number of owners 
of nearby properties objecting to the 
Burns petition. He stated that the 


Burns plan will necessitate cutting 
down several beautiful old trees; that 
the unsightly four car garages would 
convert a private way into a much 
used passage for automobiles, cause a 
traffic hazard, and depreciate the 
value of properties in the district. Mr. 
Newton said that the land on which 
Mr. Burns wants to erect the garages 
is assessed for $600. and the proper- 
ties abutting it are assessed for $49.- 
000. He argued that when Mr. Bums 
developed this property In 1921 gar- 
ages were about as necessary as they 
are now, but Mr. Burns chose to 
crowd so many houses onto the land 
that he did not leave sufficient room 
for properly located garages. Answer- 
ing Mr. Wales’ contention regarding 
the alleged right of way. Mr. Newton 
stated that records show that this 
street was closed as a public way in 
1856; that when Mr. Stanley acquired 
the property in 1901 which was later 
purchased by Mr. Burns, he acquired 
no rights to this passageway and it is 
a question if Mr. Bums has any 
rights over this lane. 

Mr. Newton raised the issue that 
if four car garages are permitted on 
the Bums property, the same privi- 
leges will have to be granted to all the 
surrounding properties when they will 
be subdivided within a few years, and 
such a result would cause a rapid 
deterioration of the whole section. He 
stated that the tenants who had vacat- 
ed Mr. Bums’ apartments in the last 
year or so had not left because of lack 
of garage facilities, but because of 
other reasons. He said that but one 
of the twelve apartments is vacant, 
and this is unusual in view of the 
existing economic conditions. Others 
who protested were Mrs. Annie F. 
Pratt of Hunnewell avenue and a re- 
presentative of the Jewell estate. On 
a showing of hands, about a dozen per- 
sons registered objection to the peti- 
tion. 

The Board, at this time took one of 
its customary “short recesses” which 
lasted from S : 48 to 9:38. This recess 
was for the purpose of allowing cer- 
tain committees to meet. The dockets 
of the last few meetings show that a 
number of the aldermen are not at- 
tending committee meetings. 

When the meeting resumed. Aider- 
man Bail spoke regarding the water 
mains which are to be laid on Peabody 
street. Newton and Webster street. 
West Newton. An S-inch main will be

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COMPARATIVE COSTS 

In last week’s issue we carried considerable news matter 
regarding the cost of Newton schools and comparative 
costs of other departments. Comparisons with costs of 
schools in other cities or comparisons with costs of other 
city departments frequently do not reveal the true pic- 
ture. In the first instance Newton’s area makes it necessary 
to provide new buildings to relieve congestion. Each new 
building requires the addition of a principal, assistant prin- 
cipal. a janitor and other help which only adds to the pay- 
roll. In other cties of similar population but in a smaller area 
the school district lines are often shifted to relieve consider- 
able congestion. Newton’s schools are quite distant from each 
other, whereas in many cities a transfer from one school to 
another does not impose any hardship upon the pupils’ com- 
ing and going. 

Comparisons with the increase in costs of other depart- 
ments are not altogether conclusive. In the fire department 
there might be a large expenditure for a new system 
which would increase the cost of that department but which 
in the end would result in a savings to taxpayers through 
reduced insurance costs. An increase in amounts for Soldiers’ 
relief work adds materially to the cost of the city clerk’s de- 
partment. The laying out of new streets due to the growth 
of the city adds to the costs of the street department. None of 
these increases are the result of extravagant expenditures but 
have been contingent on the growth of the city. 

A comparison of the increase in school costs with the in- 
creased total valuation of the city serves to verify the fact 
that in two cities of approximate population the city with the 
higher total valuation spends more for school purposes. This 
fact is but natural inasmuch as a high class residential city 
like Newton demands more expensive facilities, not only in 
school matters but in all municipal projects. 

In the final analysis the true criterion of school costs is on 
a cost per pupil basis. In the past decade in Newton the 
cost per pupil has increased from about $119 to $138.00 which 
cannot be considered an exhorbitant increase in the existing 
economic conditions of the ten years under consideration. 
Much of this increase is due to the increased curricula, teach- 
ing staff and other improvements in the system. 

The important thing to be considered now is a careful con- 
trol over continued increases with decreased resources. Until 
business in general has shown a decided increase with a re- 
sultant loosening of resources all municipal expenses should be 
carefully scrutinized.

Real Floor Scrubbing 

The minstrel of old who sang. “I 
dreamt I dwelt in marble halls” did 
not have In mind the scrubbing needed 
to keep marble floors clean. Other- 
wise. his dream would have been a 
nightmare. At least that is what I 
learn from a little adroit questioning 
of the cleaners at the Stae House — a 
band of industrious women whose duty 
it is to keep the place as spotless as 
any gathering ground of politicians 
can he made to so appear. 

These women do pretty well, if you 
have ever happened to notice, but it 
takes a lot of time. I know that home- 
owners will rejoice after reading these 
few lines that they have no marble 
floors to care for. Not that they would 
have to scrub said floors, but because 
even superintending the job entails 
concentration and scrutiny. 

The marble corridors of the State 
House are all cleaned thoroughly Tues- 
day night and Saturday morning. Some 
of them are scrubbed every day, but 
these are the halls in front of the leg- 
islative and executive chambers where 
a lot of men assemble, bringing their 
dirt with them. O. I mean matches 
and cigar and cigarette stubs and pipe 
ashes and burnt matches. The sweep- 
ings each morning fill two pails or 
more, if you happen to have an ap- 
petite for statistics like myself. The 
scrubbers get right down on their 
knees — no standing up and flourishing 
a mop. 

In the olden days the scrubbing was 
done in a less scientific manner and 
consequently made the work a great 
deal harder. A large hunk of pumice 
was dipped in a pail of sand and the 
scrubbing was performed with all the 
muscle the scrubber possessed. Now 
pumice stone in powdered form, mixed 
with an amount of patented soap pow- 
der, is used and the results obtained 
are quite as satisfactory, with less ex- 
haustion suffered by the scrubbers. 
They used to pay these women $13 a 
month but now they receive $18 a 
week and if you insist upon my opin- 
ion they earn every penny. 

The care of hardwood floors or even 
plain wooden floors or those covered 
with a heavy leather-like substance 
is nothing compared with marble. Tile 
floors go in the same class as marble 
up to a certain point — both have to be 
cleaned just so often. The tiles can 
be gone over with soap and water and 
any scrubbing that is done of course 
heightens the artistic character of the 
job but is not absolutely essential. So 
don’t worry because you don’t tread on 
marble in your home. Besides, it would 
be colder and look a bit formal.

Birds of Newton

Our lives are like houses in which 
we live and move and have our being, 
and from which we look out at the 
world beyond through windows of vari- 
ous sizes: the larger and more abund- 
ant the window’s, the richer and hap- 
pier the lives. 

The knowledge and companionship 
of birds is a very large and joy-giving 
window in the lives of many people 
and might bring up-lift and happiness 
to many more if these windows could 
be opened for them. Bird-study has the 
advantage that it can be practiced the 
year around, throughout an entire life, 
and in any surroundings. On land or 
sea, in country or the centre of the 
city, at all seasons of the year, birds 
are with us, and they can even bring 
refreshment and pleasure to the win- 
dow of a sick-room, as many a shut-in 
can testify. 

Because of these things, and with 
the desire to introduce some of our 
readers to a new, delightful and inex- 
pensive study and recreation, and to 
meet the interests of the many w’ho 
already are bird-lovers and bird-stu- 
dents, this new feature has been 
started as an experiment. It will ap- 
pear during April and if of apparent 
interest to our readers, will continue 
until the last week in June, thus cov- 
ering the remainder of the school year, 
and the time of spring bird migration 
and nest building. 

In order to be successful, this new 
attempt must be cooperative. The 
leader hopes to provide a calendar of 
bird-life during the spring months, 
with suggestions for finding the birds 
In localities not too far distant, and an 
exchange of items of bird gossip. It 
is hoped that our readers will find 
these weekly announcements of inter- 
est and will send to the leader, in care 
of the “Graphic”, their own bird lists 
and reports of any unusual bird inci- 
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dents noted. Each week the names of 
those sending the best lists will be 
printed, and if the articles continue, at 
the end of June a prize will be award- 
ed for the best list received for the 
entire season, and possibly an Honor 
List published. 

If the members of the Boy Scouts, 
the Girl Scouts, the Camp Fire Girls, 
the Junior Audubon Society and the 
fellowship of older bird lovers take 
part in this listing the total record 
w’ill be amazing to most people. 
Eagles, jack-snipe and other game 
birds, sea-birds, northern owls, the 
orchard oriole and other unusual song- 
birds have been seen in Newton. A 
concerted effort through the spring 
months should result in an imposing 
list of Newton Birds. 

These lists must tell four things: 
name of the bird, where seen, when 
seen, and what the bird was doing. 
Later we will explain why the last is 
important. In order to be counted the 
list must have the name and address 
of the writer, and the title of this 
article must be cut out and enclosed. 
Lists need not be limited to birds seen 
in Newton but should be of birds seen 
in Massachusetts or in the bordering 
ocean. 

The only way by which the worth 
of this Bird-Life column can be esti- 
mated. and therefore its duration de- 
cided, is the appreciation manifested 
through the mail concerning it, and 
the bird-lists that are sent to the 
leader in care of the Newton Graphic, 
Newton, Massachusetts. 


MARCH BUILDING REPORT 


During the month of March 40 per- 
mits were issued by the Public Build- 
ings Department of Newton. Of 
these 8 were for one-family dwell- 
ings estimated in value at $58,300, 5 
for garages to cost $1700 and 27 for 
alterations on buildings to cost $29,- 
540. As proof of the fact that times 
are not more prosperous and that men 
engaged in the building trades can- 
not find employment is the statement 
in the March report that so far this 
year only 87 permits have be*en is- 
sued by the Buildings Department in 
Newton as compared with 174 for the 
first three months of 1931.

Watching and Waiting 

From distant places you sometimes 
learn Interesting things about local 
goings on. It required an article in 
well known periodical published in 
New’ York to get me stirred up suffi- 
ciently to patronize the motion picture 
theatre in the South Station. I don’t 
know how many times I have glanced 
down the wide concourse and said to 
myself, "Some day I’ll run in there 
and see what it looks like inside.” 

The writer who aroused me to ac- 
tion told of the novelty of the thing 
and said that there only two cities in 
the world w’here there w’ere large rail- 
road stations that housed "movies”. 
One of these is in Paris. I forget the 
name, although I passed through that 
very station myself before the “mov- 
ies” were installed. In Paris the pic- 
tures are thrown upon a screen for 
the free entertainment of patrons. My 
recollection of French railway serv- 
ice is that I wouldn’t dare to study 
anything but the gate to the tracks. 
I’d be afraid of missing my train. And 
yet Parisians and seasoned travelers 
apparently get much satisfaction froqi 
this privilege. 

Here in the South station I found a 
desirable place to pass away a half- 
hour, more or less. The little theatre 
is scrupulously clean, attractive and 
possesses plenty of comfortable seats. 
The screen is smaller than in the 
larger theatres but there is in this a 
great advantage. The loud-speaker 
isn’t called upon to fill a great space 
and may easily be heard. Motion pic- 
ture folks have told me that the small- 
er the space the wider the opportuni- 
ty to get the best effects, providing con- 
diions were as they should be. At any 
rate. Boston’s unusual "talkie” house 
is O K by me.

Of course, if it is decided that we 
are to have the polls opened longer 
that heretofore — talking politics being 
in order with the Presidential prima- 
ries impending — we w’on’t have any 
use for those "Vote Early” and "Vote 
Before Going to Boston” signs.

at the water reservation. He asserted 
thnt Teniperley should consult with 
someone who knew land values and 
not bore the Board with further "rnv- 
lugs" on this matter. Teniperley re- 
plied thnt he had consulted with 
someone who had a far better knowl- 
edge of the value of this land than 
is possessed by Bnil and thnt he has 
information at hand which might sur- 
prise some persons if he should re- 
veal it. 

The uncomplimentary t remarks di- 
rected nt Mr. Teniperley by Mr. Bnil 
are quite unusunl in the Newton Board 
of Aldermen. Unlike many political 
bodies, Newton Boards of Aldermen 
have conducted their meetings har- 
moniously and courteously. Members 
have expressed varying views on mat- 
ters without being subjected to insult- 
ing remnrks from collengues who dif- 
fered with them. In 10 years attend- 
ance at meetings of Newton Aldermen 
we have heard only two members 
of former Boards indulge in person- 
alities. and in neither case did the 
offender cast aspersions on the men- 
tality of a fellow’ alderman. Possibly 
Mr. Bail’s seeming irritability is 
caused by overburdening himself with 
multiple aldermanic duties. With the 
onerous duty as Chairman of the 
Finnnce Committee of the Aldermen 
incumbent upon him. it might be wis- 
dom on his part to allow’ some other 
member of the Board assume the re- 
sponsibility of dealing with the W’ater 
problem of the city. One can become 
too sensitive -even about water. 


The Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany deserves commendation for the 
way it has co-operated with the city 
in anticipation of the resurfacing of 
Washington street betw’een Newton 
Corner and West New’ton. Last au- 
tumn. when Mayor Weeks decided to 
have this greatly needed improvement 
made this year, the city commenced 
to make whatever repairs w’ere need- 
ed on the w’ater mains along the 
street and put in whatever house con- 
nections might be needed in coming 
years. This was done so that when 
the costly new surface of the street 
shall have been laid, it will not be 
necessary to tear it up. Not only 
would this involve considerable ex- 
pense. but, a street surface torn up 
and then patched, is never as good 
as the surface laid in entirety. The 
public utility companies w’ere asked 
to emulate the city and care for any 
needs which may arise in the future. 
The Gas Company at once complied 
and has had 30 or more men work- 
ing along Washington street all win- 
ter. The other public utility com- 
panies have not cooperated. It is prob- 
able that one of them may be seek- 
ing a permit from the city within a 
year or so to dig a trench along a 
considerable length of Washington 
street. If this happens, this company 
should be curtly refused such a per- 
mit. 


Much indignation exists at Nonan- 
turn over the prosecution of a num- 
ber of residents of that section as 
loiterers by a policeman who patrols 
part of Nonantum nights. These per- 
sons. mostly youths, but some men 
of middle*age, w’ere summoned into 
court charged with loafing on side- 
walks at Nonantum and fined $5 each. 
It is not the purpose of the W’riter to 
criticise any policeman who enforces 
the law on men, young or old, who 
make nuisances of themselves by 
blocking sidewalks or w ho loaf w hen 
they could and should be w’orking. 
But, it appears that the Nonantum 
policeman has shown misguided zeal 
in this particular activity of his. It 
is not right to bring into court men 
w’ho have no previous police records 
and w’ho have been law abiding, just 
because they gather in a small group 
on a sidewalk to hold friendly con- 
versation. Neither is it right in a 
time when unemployment has reduced 
working people in general to straight- 
ened circumstances to bring youths 
into court on loitering charges and 
cause additional financial burdens to 
families already unable to meet liv- 
ing expenses. It is a natural tenden- 
cy for men to gather. Most tow’ns 
and cities have facilities for such 
friendly rendezvous, even with set- 
tees available for those who meet, 
such os at Oak Square, Waltham Com- 
mon, Natick and other nearby places. 
And Nonantum is not the only section 
of Newton where youths and men 
gather in groups on sidewalks to talk. 

From our knowledge of Chief of Po- 
lice Huhges, we believe he possesses 
adequate common sense and human 
sympathy to curb further unneces- 
sary activity against so-called loiter 
*rs by any policeman whose devotion 
to duty, along certain lines, is not 
governed by good judgment. And this 
does not mean that we believe that 
fresh youths who loaf on sidewalks 
and insult girls or women, should not 
be prosecuted. 


AGAIN PETITION FOR BUS FOR 
OAK HILL CHILDREN 


Another petition has been received 
by the Newton School Committee ask- 
ing that transportation be provided for 
school children of that section. This 
petition, signed by Carl Mullen of 
Brookline street, and others, asks 
transportation be provided on Tues- 
days and Thursdays for pupils attend- 
ing the Weeks junior high school. Bus 
service is now* provided for children 
attending the Muson School, but this 
school has no afternoon sessions on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. The peti- 
tioners call attention to the law which 
provides that transportation must be 1 
furnished school children residing over 
two miles from a school.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Differences between the Senate and 
House In the matter of reducing the 
1932 salaries of members of the Leg- 
islature by 10 per cent lmve left a 
feeling of resentment that only time 
can remove. When the Senate passed 
a resolve, 33 to 7. providing for the 
cut, much speculation followed as to 
the course of the House members. 
Had the House pnssed the resolve the 
cut would have taken place nt once. 
However, the majority of House mem- 
bers entertained a different point of 
view. They refused to order the bill 
to a third reading by a rising vote 
of 130 to 36. When an effort was 
made to hnve a rollcall only 28 of 
the necessary 30 stood up. The in- 
cident was closed then and there. 
House members, or some of them at 
least, feel that the Senate should 
never have passed such a resolve, con- 
tending that it was done for political 
effect and only embarrassed the lower 
branch. The Senators said they felt 
felt that the public was entitled to 
relief which a saving of $46,000 would 
produce. Editorial criticism on the 
part of many newspapers followed the 
House action and has not been re- 
ceived with any too much enthusiasm 
by certain House members. Further- 
more. tlie prediction that the voters 
may have something to say about it 
next Fall is not a pleasing prospect. 
The entire matter appears to be one 
of the chief subjects of corridor dis- 
cussion and no one can foresee what 
the ultimate effect will be. The New- 
ton Senator and Representatives voted 
to make the 10 per cent reduction. 

The House overrode the Commis- 
sion on Labor and Industries last 
week by substituting for adverse com- 
mittee reports three bills to broaden 
the scope of the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act. One would have removed 
the time limit for payment of com- 
pensation to injured employees, an- 
other would have had the compensa- 
tion start from the day of the injury 
and the third would have defined “av- 
erage weekly wages" as a full six-day 
week. The Senate took the attitude 
that such changes in the existing 
law would further burden the indus- 
tries of Massachusetts and therefore 
proceeded to kill the three bills. 

Gov. Ely vetoed a bill which Mayor 
Curley had asked for and which would 
have permitted the city of Boston to 
suspend payments into the sinking 
fund of tlie Boston retirement sys- 
tem. The Governor said that the bill 
was a dangerous one in that it estab- 
| lished a precedent in relieving the city 
• or Boston from a plain obligation. The 
House sustained the veto. The Mayor 
has since announced that the action 
of the Governor nnd the House will 
increase the Boston tax rate. Another 
clash of the Democratic leaders has i 
come. 

It was not surprising to find that 
the House Ways and Means Commit- 
j tee should arrive at the conclusion 
i that this was no year to expend $1,- 
I 000,000 on a memorial to the men and 
women of Massachusetts who served 
in all wars in which Massachusetts 
participated. The special commission 
on war memorial had its differences 
as to the character of a such a mem- 
orial to be set up in the Back Bay 
Fens. But a majority of the special 
commission submitted a plan which 
would have called for the amount al- 
ready stated. All unusual expendi- J 
tures are given close scrutiny these i 
days. The report has been accepted. 

The House sustained Governor Ely’s : 
veto of the bill which would have 
exempted from provisions of the civil I 
service law veterans of the Spanish 1 
War, Philippine Insurrection and Chi- ; 
; nese Relief Expedition. On the ques- 1 
I tion of passing the bill notwithstand- 
ing the veto 134 voted "yes” nnd 78 
“no”. Despite the large "yes” vote 
it was not sufficient to override the 
Governor. 

Newton is going to appear in many 
places on the ballots at the coming 
I Presidential primaries, April 26. 
Apart from the delegates and alter- 
nates in the 9th Congressional dis- : 
triet of which Newton is a part there I 
are a number of Newton residents on i 
tlie delegat os-at large slate. Repre- 
sentative Levorett Saltonstall is an al- 
ternate delegate at large on the Re- 
publican ballot. On the Democratic 
ballot and pledged to Governor Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt of New York as a I 
1 delegate-at-large is Edward A. Mc- 
Laughlin, Jr., of 51 Park avenue, New- | 
ton. On the same ballot and pledged ' 
to ex-Governor Alfred E. Smith of 
New York as candidate for alternate 
delegate-at-large is William G. Thomp- 
son of 517 Hammond street, Chestnut

fore tills street will he resurfaced. The 
existing 6-Inch main on Webster 
street has been there for 50 years and 
will he replaced hv an S-incli main 
which will he laid in conjunction 
with tho laying of the big 60-lnch 
Metropolitan main. fly doing this the 
city will save money. 

Alderman Hawkins, reporting for 
the Licenses Committee, recommended 
that permits he granted to the Edison 
Company to lay underground conduits 
in Lowell avenue. Foster and Homer 
streets and that a permit he given to 
thi» Middlesex & Boston Company for 
a bus line from Newton Center to 
Oak Hill., The route of this new line 
will he from Beacon street via Lang- 
ley road, Centre. Cypress, Parker and 
Dedham streets to the junction of 
Brookline street at Oak Hill. It had 
been planned to route the bus line 
through Union street, hut the Newton 
Centre Improvement Association ob- 
jected to this. Tho Board voted to 
grant the permit. Alderman Bail asked 
that the route he arranged to provide 
service for the Chnrlemont district 
along Winchester street. Alderman 
Hawkins said the route agreed on had 
been accepted because residents of 
Ouk Hill have agreed to pay $400 
monthly as a subsidy for the bus line.

Rotary Club 


Members of the Newton Rotary 
Club were exceedingly interested in 
Hi.' talk "u "Commercial Art" whi< ii 
was given by Rav W. Hnmmill at the 
regular meeting on Monday at the 
Woodland Golf Club. The speaker is 
a member of the local service club 
and represents the commercial art 
classification. 

He told of the various phases of 
commercial art as applied to the op- 
portunities offered in this field. One 
drawing may he used in three differ- 
ent fields. The publishing rights are 
first granted for a magazine cover if 
the subject of the picture is suitable, 
advertising rights are the second field 
and calendar rights the third. 

In almost all cases girl head pic- 
tures. quarter length and full length 
pictures, are a composite of several 
photos of the subject and are not 
posed for by the models. In a large 
number of cases the artist is not re- 
sponsible for the subject of the pic- 
ture. He is conimisioned to create a 
certain picture for a specific appeal. 

The final acceptance of a pastel is 
not upon the selection of the art di- 
rector but on the line committee con- 
sisting of the president of the con- 
cern, the art director, the sales man- 
ager and other officials who view the 
picture from all angles and figurative- 
ly tear it to pieces. 

Artists are now creating pastels for 
the 1934 calendar trade and the fac- 
tor style is one of the most impor- 
tant that must be considered. 

The treatment of pastels in ship- 
ment is another source of concern to 
the artist as the crayon is apt to 
sift should a pastel be subjected to 
rough handling. 

At the business session of the Ro- 
tary Club the following Nominating 
Committee was elected: Past-presi- 
dent Charles Ainsley; Thomas L. 
Goodwin, director for two years: 
George Young. Harry Marshall, and 
M. Frank Lucas. The first two named 
were appointed by President Frank L.

Tracks To Be 
Removed on Pike 

The welcome information has been 
received that the Boston & Worcester 
Street Railway Company and State of- 
ficials have practically reached an 
agreement regarding the removal of 
the tracks of the company from Boyl- 
ston street in Newton and the con- 
tinuation of this turnpike through 
Wellesley and Natick. For several 
months the work of continuing the 
construction of the big automobile 
artery along the old turnpike has 
been delayed because of the failure 
to reach an agreement over the price 
to be paid by the State to the com- 
pany for the surrender of its track 
franchise. It is understood that the 
price to be paid will be considerably 
less than asked by the company as its 
estimate of just compensation. The 
removal of the tracks will mean that 
30-foot roadways can be buflt in r 
stead of 20-foot roadways and great- 
ly added facilities afforded for the 
enormous amount of motor traffic 
which will use the new turnpike. 
The controversy over the route of the 
highway at Wellesley has resulted in 
the decision of the State to carry the 
turnpike by a short bypass to avoid 
passing through Wellesley Hills 
Square.

Endorse Weeks- 
Bigelow Slate 

Organize To Aid Campaign Of 
Convention Delegates 


French-speaking Republicans of the 
Ninth Congressional District headed 
by Mr. J. Arthur Favroau of Boston, 
national treasurer of the Union St. 
Jean Baptiste of America, have an- 
nounced the formation of a central 
committee which aims to solidify the 
men and woriten of this racial group in 
the new district. The first act of the 
organiation, which Mr. Favreau 
states has a potential strength of 3000 
votes in this district, was to endorse 
the candidacies of Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks of Newton and Representative 
Albert F. Bigelow of Brookline as del- 
egates to the Republican National 
Convention from the 9th District. The 
vast majority of French-speaking cit- 
izens of the Commonwealth are Re- 
publicans according to Mr. Favreau 
and, likewise^ they are opposed to the 
continuance of the 18tli amendment. 
From all sections of the new congres- 
sional district have come appeals for 
organization. The French-speaking 
people want to continue to vote the 
Republican ticket, but they also want 
an opportunity to show that they are 
opposed to Prohibition. In the candi- 
dacy of Weeks and Bigelow they have 
that long sought for opportunity, Mr. 
Favreau says, and in the coming elec- 
tion they will demonstrate by their 
support of the Newton Mayor and his 
Brookline colleague that they are 
‘‘Good Wet Republicans.” 

Officers of the new committee are: 
President, Mr. Favreau, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mr. Clarence Cormier of Wal- 
tham; Secretary, Charles Couture of 
Watertown, and Treasurer, Edward 
Theriault of Newton. Ten represen- 
tatives from each of the principal cit- 
ies and towns of the 9th district at- 
tended the organization meeting, 
groups being present from Cambridge, 
Brookline, Waltham.

CHINESE BISHOP TO PREACH 
HERE 


Bishop Wang Chill Ping of China, 
recently elected by one of the Cen- 
tral Conferences, will be the preacher 
at the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Newtonville, Sunday morning at 11 
o’clock. Dr. George L. Davis, who 
with his family resides in Newtonville 
and a close, personal friend of Bishop 
Wang, will act as interpreter. Bishop 
Wang brought an inspiring message to 
the New England Annual Conference 
which recently convened in Leomin- 
ster. 


“China Is At 
Parting of The 
Ways”, Says Eddy 

Noted Missionary Speaks At 
Newtonville Church 


Speaking before a crowded house 
in the Central Congregational Church 
in Newtonville on Sunday afternoon. 
Dr. Sherwood Eddy declared that 
China is now standing at the parting 
of the ways, one road leading to 
Christian civilization and the other 
leading to Bolshevism and a reign of 
terrorism such as has never been ex- 
perienced even in Russia. He said 
his opinion was based upon personal 
observations made during a five 
months recent tour of the Orient, dur- 
ing which he had the opportunity of 
many conversations with leading Jap- 
anese and Chinese statesmen and of 
study of the trend of events through- 
out the Chinese Empire. The next 
few months, said he, will determine 
whether China is eventually to be- 
come a Christian nation or to be dis- 
membered, with Manchuria and the 
seacoast cities under Japanese domi 
nation and the five great central prov- 
inces under a Bolshevist regime. 

He said that Japan feels that she 
had as good a right to intervene in 
the interest of good government in 
chaotic China as had the United 
States to intervene on numerous oc 
casions in Mexico and the West In- 
dies. On the other hand, the Chinese 
with whom he talked felt that they 
had broken no treaty, for none had 
even been ratified by them. He told 
how in his conversations with both 
sides he had pointed out the disas- 
trous consequences certain to follow 
in the wake of a prolongation of the 
present armed conflict. 

He said that the Bolshevists, 
through the ruthless warfare eharac- 
gnining control of central China, 
teristie of the movement, are rapidly 
Soldiers are daily deserting the Chi- 
nese national army, where they re- 
ceive no pay from the bankrupt gov- 
ernment, and joining the Bolshevists 
who give good wages wrung by ter- 
rorist methods from the capitalists in 
the cities which are continuously fall- 
ing into their hands. 

^ But, said Dr. Eddy, there never was 
a time in the history of Christian mis- 
sions when the people were turning 
to Christianity so rapidly as at pres- 
ent. They are reaching out to Chris- 
tian teachings for a solution of their 
present deplorable condition. He gave 
an interesting recital of the patriotic 
heroism of those who have come un- 
der Christian influence and have dedi- 
cated their lives to the regeneration 
of their fellow countrymen. He said 
that these patriots, whom he has 
known personally, give convincing 
proof of the ability of Christianity to 
transform the lives of the benighted 
classes and to solve China’s problem, 
which must result from a new life 
within as well as without.

Protests Plan 
To Change Route 
Of New Parkway 

Chamber of Commerce Informs 
Metropolitan Commission 


The following letter was sent by 
Secretary Fleming of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce to D. B. Ken- 
Iston, chairman of the Metropolitan 
District Commission. It protests 
against the proposed change of route 
of the Hammond Pond Parkway. 
Metropolitan District Commission, 

20 Somerset Street. 

Boston, Mass. 

Gentlemen; — 

About twenty-five years ago a com- 
mittee of gentlemen were appointed 
to make a study for the relief of Ham- 
mond street and to avoid future wid- 
ening. 

On this committee w’ere Richard 
Saltonstall and Montgomery Rollins 
of Chestnut Hill, also the Honorable 
James M. W. Hall and Judge Robert 
R. Bishop of Newton Centre, and 
Frank A. Day of Newton, all now de- 
ceased. The result of this survey was 
a driveway to go to the westerly side 
of Hammond’s Pond in as direct a line 
as possible from Boylston Street to 
Beacon Street. 

The portion of land west of Ham- 
mond’s Pond was acquired from the 
Lowell estate and the continuation 
from this block of land was given by 
Mr. Edwin S. Webster of Chestnut 
Hill to the Commonwealth to complete 
this roadway location. Subsequently 
a new study was made following leg- 
islative hearing for a straightening of 
this route. As a result of this study 
the present route was adopted by the 
Metropolitan District Commission. Mr. 
Webster besides exchanging the old 
location for the new generously gave 
additional land necessary for widening 
this parkway. 

Modern study of engineers and city 
planners demand as direct and as 
straight a route as possible with easv 
grades to meet present day conditions. 
The route now accepted and passing 
through the woods at the base of the 
ledges and on the land given by Mr. 
Webster is over land now owned by 
the Metropolitan District Commission. 
The construction plans for this route 
we understand are nearly completed 
and ready for bids. 

Any route carried to the west will 
necessarily be circuitous climbing 
over the hills with steep grades and 
passing under the railroad at Glen 
avenue • through a narrow underpass 
and coming out at the foot of a steep 
grade on Beacon Street which will 
make a very dangerous traffic hazard. 

We understand that the present 
route adopted by the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission is in accord with the 
City of Newton Planning Board. It 
is unfortunate that it is impossible to 
please everyone in this matter, but 
we believe that the sulution can best 


Mayor Weeks Has 
Hopes For Lower 
Taxes This Year 

Speaks at Newton Centre of 
Desire to Avoid Increase 


The newly organized Newton Civic 
Society, comprised mostly of residents 
of the Waban Hill section, held its 
first meeting on Wednesday night at 
the Ward School on Dolphin Road. 
Chestnut Hill. The meeting was in 
charge of Abraham C. Webber, pres- 
ident of the society. The speakers 
were Mayor Weeks and Frank G. 
Volpe. assistant district attorney of 
Middlesex County. The Mayor criti- 
cised the indifferent citizens who do 
not do their civic duty by participat- 
ing in elections and voting. The Mayor 
called attention to the reduction in 
Newton's tax rate last year and pro- 
phesied that the rate will be still fur- 
ther this year. The Mayor stated 
that an increase In the tax rate will 
be made only over his dead body. 

Mr. Volpe told the gathering that 
the deplorable increase in crime is 
caused not by unemployment but by 
failure to enforce the law and punish 
criminals. He referred to the great 
number of criminals placed on proba- 
tion and to the huge number of fire 
arms which are yearly manufactured 
and distributed to gun men.

Newton High opened its 1932 base- 
ball season oh Wednesday afternoon 
and failed in its attempt to halt the 
winning streak of the Boston English 
High School nine which had run to 50 
wins.

; of the infield, a fly to left field being 
j speared by Bob Hudson. In the five 
I innings but three English players had 
reached first base and two had ne- 
gotiated the second snek. In the third 
frame Orlito rounded to Flagg and the 
hall trickled into left field. When re- 
trieved the English shortstop was 
perched on second but lie was strand- 
ed as Flynn fanned and Hudson gath- 
ered in Mannix’ fly. In the next inn- 
ing with one down Rhodes issued ids 
only pass to Wall who was erased on 
a snappy double play when Ryan 
grounded to Flagg. In the fifth frame 
Freno boat out a slow roller to Wa- 
ters and later he stole second but was 
stranded when Mitchell went out on 
a foul bunt on his third strike and 
Rhodes threw Orlito out at first. 

The day was pretty cold for baseball 
and Coach Jones, making his debut 
as Newton’s head coach, decided it 
was not worth the risk to take 
chances on Rhodes’ arm so lie sent 
the Newton twirler to left field and 
Phil Giles took up the pitching burden. 
Giles fanned the first batter but 
passed the second and the stage was 
set for the first run of the game 
when the throw to second on a steal 
was off the mark and Mannix. the run- 
ner. reached third. The squeeze play 
was clearly on and Giles came racing 
in to field Galvin’s bunt ns Mannix 
came tearing home. The hunt was a 
slow roller. Giles’ toss was slow, and 
Champagne could not get a good grip 
on the ball before Mannix crashed in- 
to him. Champagne dropped the ball 
and Mannix reached around him to 
touch the plate. Galvin then stole sec- 
ond but was left. 

In the seventh Clifford Choquette, 
Newton sophomore southpaw, went in 
to pitch and his teammates gave him 
rather ragged support during the re- 
mainder of the game. English chalked 
up two tallies in the seventh on a 
pass, a steal, a single, another stolen 
base and a second squeeze play 
which clean fielding would have cut 
off but which was similar to the first 
play of that type.

Huston 
stole second and Wall planked the 
hall into Charlie Houghton’s ribs to 
put two runners on. Waters hit a high 
foul fly which Timmins gathered in 
hack of third base. 

Two more Newton runners got on 
base in the second frame through 
Flagg’s infield hit and a pass to 
Champagne.

Rotary Club 

Captain Percy Creed. Secertary of 
the Massachusetts Washington Bi-cen- 
tenary Committee, was the speaker at 
tlie weekly luncheon meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club on Monday. The 
first part of his talk was devoted to 
Washington, especially with reference 
to his ability to do hard work and 
as a man of destiny. He chose L’En- 
fant to lay out a plan for the new 
city of Washington In 1790 but Wash- 
ington himself improved upon L’En- 
fant’s plan. If ever a man created a 
city it was George Washington, and 
the town planners have not yet caught 
up with him. The best way to cele- 
brate this bi-centenary of Washington 
is to renew our efforts at town-plan- 
ning. In Massachusetts only 130 
towns and cities out of 365 have com- 
plied with tlie town-planning law of 
tlie state. The speaker then told of 
the movement wliiqh is on foot to in- 
terest the children throughout tlie Com- 
monwealth in town-planning, a move- 
ment started by Mrs. Charles Sumner 
Bird, which lias the backing of Su- 
perintendent Patrick Campbell of Bos- 
ton and of the Newton Town Planning 
Board. 

At the invitation of President Rich- 
ardson. Captain Creed spoke most in- 
terestingly of his acquaintance with 
Lord Kitchener in whose office he 
worked when Kitchener was organiz 
ing tlie British forces in such a mar- 
velous manner.

On Tuesday of this week the chil- 
dren at the New England Peabody 
Home for Crippled Children were 
given a delightful time by the Junior 
League of Boston who presented a 
play entitled “The Dream Lady”. 
There was much excitement and plea- 
sure as the children anticipated their 
entertainment which was presented 
in the hall provided for them. 

With the present financial condi- 
tions. all charitable work has been 
seriously handicapped by the murked 
decrease in contributions, and with- 
out any endowment, it is difficult to 
say what the outcome will be. Many 
are as much interested as ever, but 
have felt they could not give as gen- 
erously. and consequently the income 
has been cut materially. 

Every reduction in the overhead ex- 
pense has been made, including the 
reduction in the number of employees 
to a minimum, cutting of sularies. and 
the discharge of as many patients as 
possible. A real problem is ahead un- 
less something definite is done to 
carry op the work that has been so 
well established for these crippled 
children. The cost of education is 
something that should be provided us 
the children uro under treatment for 
several years, and should have the 
privileges that crippled children get 
in their own homes In the line of edu- 
cation.

Travel Talk at 

Newtonville 


“Inspirational Spots in a World’s 
Journey" was tho subject or an ad- 
dress by Mrs. John Lincoln Dealing 
at the afternoon session of tho Wom- 
an's Association of the Newtonville 
Methodist Church April 7. Mrs. Dear 
ing who is a resident of Cambridge 
lived for 25 years in Yokohama. 
Japan, where her husband, now de 
ceased, was president of a Baptist 
Theological Seminary. Her address 
was based on a round-the-world trip 
made four years ago. 

A visit to the tiny apartment of 
the London preacher, Maude Royden, 
is considered by Mrs. Deal ing as one 
of the red letter days of her trip. She 
described Miss Royden as somewhat 
unattractive, physically, but with soul 
of an angel. Two English Cathedrals, 
one at Winchester in Hampshire and 
the other at Wells in Somersetshire, 
were among the inspirational spots 
in the trip. The former, built In 1S70- 
97. was described as the most beau- 
tify cathedral visited and the latter 
which dates back to the 13th century 
as the most perfect. Paris proved un- 
inspiring. The galleries of Florence 
and those of the Vatican and an old 
monastery were points of interest in 
Italy. In the monastery there are 55 
cells each containing a picture of 
Christ painted by a noted artist. 
Monks live in these cells. 

It was Mrs. Dearing's privilege to 
spend the Holidays in the Holy Land. 
On Christmas eve she attended a serv- 
ice in the Church of the Nativity in 
Bethlehem and later stood under the 
stars and sang “O Little Town of 
Bethlehem” and other Christmas 
carols. Standing on the Mount of 
Olives on Christmas day, and looking 
down on Jerusalem through the 
crystalline air, she was impressed 
with the concentrated beauty of the 
view. The houses are built of sand- 
stone containing mica which gives 
tiie effect of “Jerusalem the Golden,” 
when tiie sun is shining. 

On shipboard she met the English- 
man who discovered the long disused 
aqueducts of Mesopotamia and en- 
gineered their restoration. He was 
then, at the age of 75, on ills way 
to India, with a commission from 
England, to fight mosquitoes. In 
Yokohomu. as a result of the earth- 
quake, Mrs. Deuring found a wild 
waste where her lovely home had 
been.

THE HAMMOND POND PARKWAY 

Newton Centre. Mass., 

April 13, 1932. 

To tiie Editor: 

It is with deep regret that I learn 
of tiie attempt to prevent the Metro- 
politan District Commission from con- 
structing the Hammond Pond Park- 
way along tiie route that lias been 
proposed and for which plans have 
been completed. 

Tiie new' route as briefly mentioned 
by Mr. Lee in his recent letter will 
be over rougher country, poorer 
grades and more expensive to build. 
If. as has been suggested, tiie new- 
proposed route is to intersect Beacon 
street at Glen avenue, it will use a 
portion of Glen avenue where it passes 
under the Boston and Albany tracks 
by a very narrow underpass, barely 
two lanes wide. 

Then a left hand turn to Beacon 
street, another turn off Beacon street 
near Chesley road over private lands 
to Willow' street and thence to Cen- 
ter street, it is not as simple as 
tills sounds.’ The new extension from 
Beacon street to Willow will destroy 
several houses, must cross the aque- 
duct, and form a dangerous five-way 
intersection with Sumner street. Wil- 
low and Lyman streets. 

The widening of Willow street will 
be necessary with further destruction 
of property and another dangerous in- 
tersection at Centre street will re- 
sult. 

Newton Centre lias already its share 
of traffic problems without adding four 
more points of danger and congestion. 
The original Hammond Pond Parkway 
plan dates from 1908 or earlier. I; 
lias always been understood that the 
parkway would continue at least to 
Commonwealth avenue via Hobart 
road. Commonwealth avenue is the 
logical highway for distribution of 
traffic. Why should the route lie 
changed now? 

The Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion's plan offers no harm or damage 
to Hammond Pond or tin* beauty «»t 
this area. It only makes the lovely 
spot accessible. If tills plan cannot 
he completed, let us forget it ; let 
us leave Hammond Pond alone in its 
lonely beauty and spend the money 
to widen Hammond street from the 
Newton line near Poylston street to 
Commonwealth avenue. Hammond 
street has already been widened up 
to the Newton line and a full widen- 
ing of it to Commonwealth avenue 
would certainly provide a very val- 
uable inner circumferential voute. if 
th»‘ route must lie changed, let us 
make a real change but keep the e\. 
trn traffic out of Newton Centre and 
protect quiet residential streets like 
Center street und Homer street and 
let those who are not satisfied with 
the Hammond Pond Parkway bear the 
burden of traffic.

About Town

Dr. Frederick I,. HofTmnn of Welles- 
ley recently published his animal re- 
port on homicides, in the United 
States. It shows thnt last year there 
were twice as many murders in this 
country, in proportion to the popula- 
tion. ns there were in 1301. Why? 
Possibly tie' answer may be that i 
out of 200 murderers in this law-abid- 
ing land is executed. Abolish the death 
penalty in States where it now exists, 
increase the age limit for so-called ju- 
venile criminals, extend more and 
more clemency to murderers and 
thugs and probably in another gener- 
ation the homicide rate in the United 
States will have increased several 

fold.

There are a few points that should be remembered in study- 
ing this table. First, that the table is based upon the average 
attendance and not upon the total enrollment. The enrollment 
figures are about six hundred more and consequently were 
costs based upon this factor the cost per pupil would be re- 
duced materially. Secondly in 1927 the high school costs 
jumped and the vocational school costs were reduced con- 
siderably. This is explained through the transfer of the course 
in Household Arts from the vocational to the high school cur- 
ricula and the loss of State Aid in this respect. Thirdly, the 
cost of buildings is not a part of these figures, as they come 
under the building department figures. 

It should be noted that since 1927 the high school costs 
have been somewhat reduced largely because an increased 
enrollment has been absorbed by the facilities afforded by 
the opening of the new building in 1926. Another interesting 
point is in the greatly higher cost of the vocational school 
student as compared with the cost of the high school pupil. 
It costs more to fit a pupil for immediate entry into an occupa- 
tion than it does to provide a general or college preparatory 
education. In the latter case considerable of the expense in- 
volved in specializing in a certain direction is not met until 
the pupil has gone beyond the realm of high school. 

In the five types of schools the average increase per 
student since 1921 has been less than 20 per cent, while the 
increase in enrollment has been about 25 per cent and the 
increase in Newton’s population about 50 per cent. A break- 
down into the individual type of school shows that the voca- 
tional school per pupil cost has increased but 10 per cent 
against a varying increase of from 25 per cent to 30 per cent 
in the high school, junior high school, grade school, and kind- 
ergarten school per pupil costs. The administration expense 
per pupil has increased only about 7 per cent, or 22 cents per 
pupil, despite the enlarged demands upon the superintendent’s 
office through the larger number of pupils enrolled. 

It is in the per pupil cost that any abnormal expenditures 
will be revealed and the table above clearly indicates that 
the increased cost per pupil has been the result of the growth 
of the city. 


Birds of Newton 

Eleanor Mellen 


People frequently inquire “When is 
the best time to begin bird study?” 
The answer is always the same, 
“Now.” Each month offers special ad- 
vantages and opportunities. In April 
the winter birds are still lingering, 
their abundance and the time of their 
departure being largely influenced by 
the weather. The earliest spring mi- 
grants come in March. Among the 
best-known in this March group are 
the red-winged and rusty blackbirds, 
and the bronze grackles, the bluebird, 
phoebe and robin, the fox sparrow 
and the vesper sparrow, and the tree 
swallow. The first three of this list 
make up the huge flocks of black birds 
seen at this time. They will soon sep- 
arate, the rustys going north and the 
others mating and choosing homes, 
the redwings in the swamps and the 
grackles in tall pine groves. 

In addition to these early spring 
migrants, to be expected on every list, 
are the winter visitors not yet de- 
parted, such as the red-breasted nut- 
hatch. much more frequent than usual 
this year, the northern shrike, golden- 
crowned kinglets, myrtle warbler, 
slate-colored junco, tree sparrow, of- 
ten called the winter chippy because 
of its rusty cap, pine siskin, pine 
grosbeak, and the cross-bills. These 
last three are much more rare and 
therefore more of a "find” than the 
others. 

The cross-hills, both the white- 
winged cross-bills and the American 
cross-bills, are wandering birds, go- 
ing hither and yon at their own sweet 
wills rather than by any regular mi- 
gration. It always pays to have them 
in mind when in cone-bearing woods. 
You may be lucky. The last week in 
March a small band of these American 
cross-hills was in company with an 
extensive flock of fox sparrows at the 
Babson Park Bird Sanctuary in Wel- 
lesley. Among them was a female of 
the unusual Newfoundland variety of 
this species. This is one of the few 
authentic records for Massachusetts, 
and the bird has been collected for 
the exhibit at the rooms of the Bos- 
ton Society of Natural History on 
Berkeley street. 

Mingled with these two groups of 
winter visitors and spring migrants

are the small and very dear group of 
abiding friends who share our win- 
ter trials, the chickadees, the white- 
breasted nuthatches, the downy and 
hairy woodpeckers, and the purple 
finches and goldfinches. Justice prob- 
ably demands mention of the less w’el- 
come, crows, jays and starlings. Even 
in our recent cold dreariness a good 
list can be gained from these three 
groups while just one warm day may 
be expected to bring some of those 
now behind their spring timetable. 

Among the birds due the first ten 
days in April are the American bit- 
tern and the osprey, w’hich breed 
here, and the coot, comorant and 
green-winged teal, on their way north. 
One green-winged teal has spent sev- 
eral winters with the tamed ducks in 
Leverett Pond and Muddy River and 
is probably still there, willing to eat 
from your hand — almost. The chip- 
ping sparrows came the 30th of 
March, ahead of time, but while the 
field sparrow was heard on Saturday, 
no local reports have come in as yet 
of the savannah sparrow’ or the 
swamp sparrow. The yellow-bellied 
sapsucker is due for a month’s stay, 
as is the ruby-crowned kinglet for 
the same time. If you hear a perfect- 
ly tremendous out-burst of music, un- 
familiar to you, for which you can 
see no source, always suspect a ruby- 
crown. One of the mysteries of bird- 
life is how so small a throat can hold 
so much richness. 


A veteran member of Congress re- 
ferring to the attempt being made 
by France to put the American dollar 
on the toboggan, says thnt he is sorry 
he voted to have this country enter 
the World War to save France now 
thnt our late ally is displaying any- 
thing but friendliness tow’ards the Uni- 
ted States, and shows little desire to 
repay the people of this country the 
billions they loaned to France. Well, 
many of the members of the A. E. F. 
w’ho w’ere in France began to realize 
France’s lack of gratitude right after 
the armistice. Remember what 
George Washington snid about entan- 
gling European alliances. George knew 
his stuff better than many of our mod- 
ern supposedly wise statesmen. 

About a year ago a stench wafted 
over the North part of this city late 
one night. It was a nauseating odor 
thnt annoyed many persons and sev- 
eral complaints w’ere made to the 
Health Department. It was an acrid, 
garbage like stench which a number 
of times since has been quite notice- 
able in the New’tons. Recently it has 
tainted the air regularly. Last Fri- 
day, Sunday and Monday it was all 
too evident. At first the belief w’as 
thnt this stench emanated from the 
chemical works at Everett and on 
damp days w’orked up the Charles Riv- 
er when the wind was from the East. 
But. the frequent recurrence of this 
smell over New’ton seems to indicate 
that its source is much nearer than 
Everett and that it is caused by some 
chemical or industrial plant which 
started operations comparatively near- 
by last year. The thing is a nuisance 
and steps should be taken by the City 
Government to prevent it. Hereto- 
fore. New’ton has been fortunately 
free from objectionable odors caused 
by any industrial activity in a neigh- 
boring city or towm.

Romances of 
Furniture 


NO. 1 

Chippendale, 1754, was the first 
great cabinet maker of the Georgian 
period. A designer and manufacturer 
governed by popular demand, his 
pieces varied widely. 

His first efforts were of severe 
Gothic reproductions, not so widely 
known. The important feature of this 
influence was the structural solidity, 
learned then, that typifies all Chip- 
pendale work. 

His second influence was French, in 
it he combined the effeminate delicacy 
of Louis XV period with Gothic solid- 
ity and British simplicity. These 
pieces resulted in his finest creations. 

The third influence capitalized the 
craze for Chinese art, still of rect- 
angular line hut with intricate Chi- 
nese fretwork and carved motifs. 

Chippendale was the first to use 
mahogany extensively. His chairs 
won him his greatest renown, strongly 
built, requiring no underbracing — in 
three series, splat-back, ribband-hack 
and ladder-back. His chests of drawers 
(forefathers of bureaus and dressers) 
are characterized by graceful swelled 
fronts and sides. Carving was pre- 
eminent Chippendale ornament being 
delicate and intricate or bold and lav- 
ish: he ever used inlay, painting or 
applied ornament. Chippendale’s hook 
entitled, “The Gentleman and Cabi- 
net Maker’s Directory,’’ in 1754 did 
much toward spreading his ideas and 
style.

NEWTON PEOPLE INSPECT MILK 
PLANT 


An experience of absorbing inter- 
est was enjoyed by a group of New- 
ton people recently when, under 
the leadership of Mrs. M. E. Seaver. 
112 Hyde street. Newton Highlands, 
they were shown through the Charles- 
town plant of H. P. Hood & Sons, the 
dairy experts. This plant is conceded 
to he one of the best equipped in the 
United States. 

The whole process of handling the 
milk was shown them. They saw sev- 
eral of the company’s fleet of 37 glass- 
lined tank cars, in which the milk is 
conveyed from the country receiving 
stations to the central plant. These 
cars, it was explained, are in reality 
huge thermos bottles, the milk being 
c hilled to about 40 degrees before be- 
ing put into them. It arrives at the 
plant at about the same temperature 
and is then pumped into similar 'con- 
tainers where it is examined and test- 
ed for purity and quality. After meet- 
ing the rigid requirements set by the 
company, the milk flows into the re- 
generator and from there passes into 
the pasteurizing apparatus, where it 
is made absolutely safe for consump- 
tion. 

In the bottling room, the visitors 
marvelled at the aim ost-human ingen- 
uity of tile filling and capping devices. 
They saw the clean shiny bottles pass 
along on an endless belt, receive their 
measured contents from automatically 
opening and closing spigots: saw each 
bottle capped deftly by machine and 
then resume its place in the proces- 
sion to the racks. Every man employed 
about the plant is examined regularly 
by a physician. 

One other feature stressed on the 
trip through this ultra-modern milk 
plant was the bottle-washing depart- 
ment. with separate units for the fam- 
ily milk and the Grade A. Each ma- 
chine in the family iflilk division has 
a capacity of ISO bottles per minute; 
in the Grade A. 120 per minute. Each 
bottle is automatically brushed inside 
and out. passing through eight dis- 
tinct processes and taking 22 minutes, 
during which it is sterilized to the 
n’th degree. The bottles are then 
cooled to the same temperature as the 
milk that is to go into them. 40 de- 
grees Fahr. 

The visitors were impressed with 
the laboratory cleanliness of the plant 
throughout, not only as regards ap- 
paratus and methods employed in the 
handling of the milk, but in the facil- 
ities afforded the employees as well. 
Eternal vigilance over every detail of 
machine and personnel, they were told, 
is the price of a fresh, pure and whole- 
some milk supply.

Inspectors of the Health Depart- 
ment abated 27 nuisances, inspected 
65 tenements, 108 markets and stores, 
36 restaurants and 19 ice cream man- 
ufactures.

Meeting of Aldermen 


Auburndale Residents Protest Petition For Repair Shop — 
Several Hearings on Road Improvements 


A regular meeting of the Hoard of 
Aldermen was held on Monday night, 
Six members were absent— Harte, 
Howlett, Holden, Floyd, Murray and 
Smith. The meeting was called to 
order at 7:55; a "short recess” was 
taken from 9:05 to 10:30 and the 
meeting adjourned at 10:15. Thus, 
it can be observed that the meeting, 
in common with most meetings of the 
Aldermen had more time occupied 
with the Aldermen out of the alder 
manic chamber than in it. The "short 
recesses” are taken to permit com 
mittees to hold meetings, which, ac- 
cording to the rules of the Board of 
Aldermen, are supposed to be held on 
nights preceding the regular meet- 
ings. Also, to allow the Aldermen 
to meet as a committee of the whole 
when anything important is to be dis- 
cussed, when such matters usually 
could, and should be discussed in open 
meeting. Although the Aldermen are 
elected as representatives of the peo- 
ple. Boards of Aldermen in recent 
years have become obsessed with the 
idea almt the public must be kept in 
ignorance of much of their delibera- 
tions. Hence the secret meetings as 
“a committee of the whole.” 

The first matter on the docket at 
the Monday meeting was a hearing 
on the petition of William O’Brien 
to increase the capacity of his gaso- 
line station at 104 Needham street 
by installing another 1000 gallon tank 
and a pump. No one appeared to 
favor or oppose this petition. The 
second matter on the docket was the 
hearing on the petition or Martin 
Witmyer for a permit to conduct an 
automobile repair shop at 169 Lex- 
ington street. Auburndale. Witmyer 
told the Aldermen that he needs the 
permit to enable him to earn a liveli- 
hood. as he cannot buy a job. He 
said he had operated a shop at this 
location for years and before the zon- 
ing act went into effect. He claimed 
that his business was pulled from 
under him after he had favored the 
gun club activities in his neighbor- 
hood and that those objecting did so 
because of personal grudges. John 
F. Connelly of 281 Lexington street, 
a carrier at the Auburndale postoffice, 
objected to Witmyer’s petition. Con- 
nelly told the Aldermen that Wit- 
myer’s place has been one of the 
worst eyesores in Auburndale. The 
yard had been filled with old, rusty 
automobiles and junk and hammer- 
ing was going on there incessantly. 
According to Connelly, Witmyer had 
no respect for anyone else residing 
in the neighborhood and had proved 
this, not alone by the way he kept 
his property, but by his support of 
the gun club when the neighborhood 
sought to end this nuisance. Con- 
nelly told the Aldermen that Wit- 


myer, although claiming to be hard 
up, had offered to pay $200 in fines 
placed on officers of the gun club 
when they were found guilty in court 
of maintaining a nuisance. 

William Cullen of 251 Lexington 
street said that Witmyer had operated 
the shop illegally for several years 
and that the place was a detriment 
to the whole neighborhood. William 
Birrell of 285 Lexington street refuted 
Witmyer’s contention that those op 
posing him are actuated by personal 
grudges. Mr. Birrell said he had 
never seen Witmyer before. He said 
that he had purchased his home be- 
cause it is in a residential district 
and that to permit Witmyer to con- 
duct such ;i business will ruin the 
values of all nearby properties. 

Residents of Bernard street, New 
ton Highlands asked the Aldermen to 
improve and accept this street. W. 
C. Brown of 44 Bernard street said 
he could not operate his car over the 
street until 3 weeks ago because it 
was impassable; the milkman could 
not get into the street, and his cellar 
is filled with water. Joseph Romas- 
zkiewski of 3 Bernard street said a 
brook flows through one end of the 
street the whole year, doctors can’t 
drive their cars onto the street; 
trucks will not be driven in to sup- 
ply necessities and he had to pull the 
car of the district nurse out of the 
mud on the street. Mr. Hoyt of 30 
Bernard street and Mrs. Bailey of 
Charles River terrace also urged the 
improvement. 

Residents of Mossfleld road. Waban 
and adjoining streets, asked that this 
road be improved. Thomas I. Tay 
lor stated that the road is danger- 
ous for both automobile and pedes- 
trian travel. He said that a person 
walking along this street had to pick 
his way “like a blinking tom-cat.” 
Mr. Taylor thought this is an oppor- 
tune time to improve the street as 
it will provide employment for city la- 
borers. R. ,1. Cram of 287 Waban ave- 
nue said that Mossfleld road, opposite 
his house is but 9 feet wide because 
of trees located there and automobiles 
must travel on the sidewalk or on 
private land. He stated that 27 per- 
sons have signed the petition in favor 
of the improvement. Austin Bourne 
of 45 Mossfleld road, said that if the 
Aldermen would go and view the road, 
no argument will he necessary to con- 
vince them that it needs improving. 
Joseph Congdon, Waban real estate 
expert, said that the road is a dis- 
grace to the city and persons cannot 
sell houses on it because of its con 
dition. 

Lucius Pond of 46 Mossfleld road 
differed from his neighbors and op- 
posed the petition. He said he has

Favors Newest 
Hammond Pond 
Parkway Plan 

Chestnut Hill Resident Says 
Glen Ave. Route Cheapest 


April 19. 1932. 

To the Editor: 

A point that seems to have been for- 
gotten in the present discussion of the 
position of the projected Hammond's 
Pond Parkway seems to be the fact 
that the main purpose of the proposed 
road Is that it shall form a link in the 
circumferential artery around the city 
of Boston which will connect the 
Blue Hill, Stony Brook and West Rox- 
bury Parkways through Hammond’s 
Woods with Watertown. 

This link is designed to take the 
traffic which centers on Watertown 
Square going west and south. The 
problem which now confronts the tax- 
payers of Newton Is. how is the Ham- 
mond’s Pond Parkwuy to be extended 
from the point where it reaches Bea- 
con street to Watertown? This is an 
important problem, and one where the 
tax-payer’s pocket book will he direct- 
ly Involved, for the extension of the 
through route, after it leaves Beacon 
street, must he paid for not by the 
State of Massachusetts, but by the 
City of Newton. 

There are two possible routes which 
the new boulevard may take: 1, Ho- 
bart road and Waverley avenue; 2, Cen- 
tre street. It Is of interest to every 
taxpayer to know which cross-town 
connection will be the cheaper. The 
Hobart road-Waverley avenue route is 
narrow, with houses built near the 
street. The land takings necessary to 
extend the boulevard by this route 
would therefore be extremely costly. 
Furthermore, If tills route Is followed, 
there will be no way of getting round 
Nonantum square to Watertown other 
than passing directly through the con- 
gested traffic of the square itself. 

The Center street route, on the other 
hand, is already wider, and the houses 
are not so close to the roadway. The 
land takings on this route would 
therefore not be so costly as on 
Waverley avenue, and there is already 
a well designed plan for encircling 
Nonantum square to the westward, 
avoiding the congested traffic condi- 
tions therein, and reaching the Water- 
town bridge without passing directly 
through the square. 

Every tax-payer In the City of New- 
ton should take a vital interest in 
this discussion of the cross-country 
artery, as he or she will be the one to 
pay the hill. Tax payers are crying for 
economy in municipal expenditures to- 
day. Therefore why should they en- 
courage the ending of the Hammond’s 
Pond Parkway at a point which aims 
directly at the most expensive route 
through the remainder of the town? 

If Center street is to be chosen as 
a cross town artery, the ending of the 
Hammond's Pond Parkway at Hobart 
road is a gross mistake in city plan- 
ning. as It is neither the straightest 
line through the woods, nor does it 
come within a half mile of the point 
from which it is to he extended. One 
glance at a map will show that the 
logical approach to Center street is 
through the west side of Hammond’s 
woods and thence either through Glen 
avenue or Langley road. 

There has been a quite evident mis- 
understanding as to the cost of the 
present proposed route of the parkway 
through Hammond’s woods. It has 
been stated frequently that the pres- 
ent proposed route following the bor-

ders of Hammond’s Pond was the 
cheapest of the possible routes 
through the woodland between New- 
ton street and Beacon street. The con 
trary is the fact. The route chosen by 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
and the Legislature is not the cheap- 
est. but the most expensive route that 
could have been chosen. In fact the 
estimates made by state engineers for 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
in 1928 show the estimated cost of the 
Langley road route to be $363,000 
the estimated cost of the Glen avenue 
route to be $346,000 and the estimated 
cost of the present proposed route, 
ending at Hobart road, to be $425,000. 
Obviously, should the Glen avenue 
route be substituted for the present 
plan, there will be a saving to the 
state of at least $79,000, while at the 
lowered building costs which obtain 
at the present time the saving will 
undoubtedly be very much greater 
than that shown In the estimates of 
1928. In the days —hen state and 
municipal economy is a matter of vital 
importance to every taxpayer, it would 
seem that this is a sum of money 
which it Is worth while to save. The 
present discussion of the problem is 
a sign that the taxpayers do not pro- 
pose to have their money spent on 
projects which are more expensive 
than they actually need to be. 

The Glen avenue route not only fol- 
lows the more logical and straighter 
course through the woods. It would he 
less expensive for the State of Massa- 
chusetts to construct at the present 
time, and less expensive for the City 
of Newton to extend to Watertown in 
the future.

Alderman Lauds 
Automobile Police 
Patrol Methods 


Gets Quick Response To Tele- 
phone Call for Aid 


Alderman Thomas Gallagher of 
Ward 1 extolled the motorized New- 
ton police at the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night. He 
told bow last Sunday morning at 5 he 
was awakened when bis daughter 
yelled to him that a man was in her 
room. The alderman rushed into his 
daughter’s room, thinking she might 
be dreaming. He found her awake, 
however, and she told him the in- 
truder had gone down the stairs. Dr. 
Gallagher told the Board that he went 
to the telephone and called police 
headquarters. Before he could dress. 
In 3 minutes, four policemen arrived 
at his home, and in 4 1-4 minutes 12 
policemen were at his house. The 
effect on him, he said, was electrical: 
the efficiency displayed by the police 
is a great tribute to the motorized 
method of patrolling. He stated the 
police caught the intruder and ’the 
culprit, a young man residing nearby, 
was tried in court on Monday and 
found guilty. Incidentally, the in- 
truder. who also had entered another 
house, was charged only with drunk- 
enness. and placed on probation. 

Alderman Bail added his praise of 
the new police system by relating that 
following a recent meeting of the 
Board, he was going home when an 
alurm was sounded from a fire alarm 
box at Newton Centre. Simultaneous- 
ly with the arrival of the fire appara- 
tus three of the police cruising cars 
arrived.

At the meeting of the Republican 
City Committee last evening at West 
Newton. Representative Clarence S. 
Luitwieler. a candidate for district 
delegate to the Republican National 
Convention, charged the committee 
with steam-roller tactics, unfairness, 
and without right in endorsing the 
Weeks-Bigelow slate. Such action had 
been taken at a previous meeting of 
the committee t wo weeks ago Mr. 
Luitwieler also protested against tjie 
mailing of post cards t<> Republican 
voters of the city on which this en- 
dorsement was noted unless the cards 
contained the names of all Republican 
candidates. He moved that the com- 
mittee rescind its action of endorse- 
ment unless all the Republican can- 
didates were endorsed. Mr. Hatfield 
stated that the cards had already been 
mailed but. no other person having 
seconded the motion, that lie would 
second Mr. Luitwieler’s motion in or- 
der that the committee might have the 
chance to vote upon the question. No 
voice was heard when the request for 
the affirmative was presented hut a 
chorus of "noes" replied to the nega- 
tive and the committee was recorded 
as unanimous against rescinding its 
previous endorsement. 

The committee was called to order 
by Chairman Hatfield with more than 
thirty in attendance. Shortly after 
the meeting began Mr. Hatfield spoke 
of Mr. Luitwieler’s protests of the com- 
mittee’s action and offered Mr. Luit- 
wieler the opportunity to speak. 

Mr. Luitwieler told of his decision 
to become a candidate for district del- 
egate several months ago when he 
learned that some delegates from oth- 
er states were going to the convention 
opposed to the renomination of Pres. 
Hoover. He stated that his advocacy 
of Pres. Hoover dated back as far as 
that of any other person in the state. 
He termed him the greatest man in 
the country since Pres. Roosevelt. 
Late in February he went to John 
Richardson, a close friend of Pres. 
Hoover, and told the latter of his de- 
sire to become a delegate pledged to 
Hoover. On March 14th Mr. Luitwie- 
ler filed his nomination papers bear- 
ing the required number of signatures 
with the Secretary of State At that 
time no other papers had been filed. 
Later the same day he saw Mr. Louis 
K. Liggett. Republican State Commit- 
teeman. in order to get his approval. 
Mr. Liggett having the power of at- 


torney of the President to select del- 
egates pledged to his re-nomlnation. 
Mr. Liggett did not refuse Mr. Luit- 
wieler’s request but stated that he 
would talk with Republican leaders. 
The next day. March 15th, Mr. Lig- 
gett notified Mr. Luitwieler that his 
slate could carry the official designa- 
tion of Herbert Hoover. Mr. Luitwie- 
ler claimed that the standing of his 
slate was as good as that of the 
Weeks-Bigelow slate in having the offi- 
cial recognition of Mr. Liggett. 

He further stated that there was 
no reason why the City Committee 
should choose between the two slates 
when all were Republicans. He 
claimed the right to insist that the 
post cards not be sent out unless all 
Republican candidates were named 
upon it. It was not fair procedure — 
it was steam-roller tactics. He also 
claimed that these methods were 
among the reasons why there was no 
Republican leadership today and that 
it was time someone took a stand 
against such methods. He then made 
his motion to have the committee re- 
scind its action of endorsement. 

Mr. Hatfield stated that the commit- 
tee had a right to take any vote 
it saw fit and that the postcards had 
already been mailed. Mr. George Raw- 
son. chairman of he Ward 7 commit- 
tee. stated that he was a Republican 
and proud of it. a member of the 
committee and proud of that fact, and 
also that he was proud of the action 
the committee had taken. He felt that 
a leader worthy of endorsement had 
appeared in Mayor Sinclair Weeks and 
that he hoped the motion to rescind 
the action would be defeated. He also 
stated that if the Republicans of the 
the State had taken a similar stand in 
1930 that there would have been a 
Republican Governor and other Re- 
publican officials in office today. “It 
is a new day and there should be a 
new deal ... I believe in Sinclair 
Weeks and in the job he has done.” 

Mr. Hatfield read a memorandum 
from Mayor Weeks telling of Mr. Lig- 
gett’s request that he ( Weeks i and 
Mr. Bigelow be the selected candi- 
dates from the ninth district. Later, 
at a conference between Mayor 
Weeks. Mr Bigelow. Mr. Liggett and 
Speaker Saltonstall. it was agreed 
that the Luitwieler-Carver slate be , 
permitted to use the designation as 
candidates for Hoover. In the draw-

lived on the road for 21 yenrs, has 
the largest frontnge on It. would have 
to pay the largest assessment for the 
improvement and hud expended more 
money and effort in keeping the road 
in condition than anyone else. He as- 
sorted that the condition of the street 
had been misrepresented. He con- 
tended that if the other residents on 
the street would stop knocking it and 
help him in fixing it, the street would 
be in much better condition and sat- 
isfactory for the present. He said 
that this is no time to place added 
burdens on tax payers and he is not 
able to meet the assessment which the 
grading and accepting of the road 
would entail. Alderman Chandler 
asked Mr. Pond if he thinks the road 
is in good condition. Pond replied 
that the street is not in good condi- 
tion. but there are lots of other streets 
in Waban in similar condition. Wil- 
liam Latnh of Mossfleld road agreed 
with Mr. Pond that this is no time 
to spend people’s money improving 
streets. Alderman Bail said lie has 
received letters from four persons who 
favor postponing the improvement 
until next year, when they hope times 
will he better. 

Joseph Congdon. Waban realtor fa- 
vored the improving and accepting of 
Varick road. Dwinda road and Waban 
avenue because such improvements 
will enable a large area to he devel- 
oped for attractive home sites. 

The Licenses Committee split on 
the matter of recommending the re- 
newal of tlie license to the Norumbega 
Park Company, including the dance 
hall.

Alderman 
Temperley stated that Holden and lie 
had voted against (lie dance hall per- 
mit because of protests received from 
Auburndale residents. Alderman Gal- 
lagher admitted he is not a dancer, 
but he has been told the dance hall at 
the park is conducted on a high scale. 
Chief Hughes said no complaints have 
been made against the dance hall. Al- 
derman Gordon admitted he is a 
dancer and stated that people residing 
near tlie dance hall don’t object to it.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 


This has been a short week as far 
oh the handling of legislation was 
concerned. Last week Thursday it 
was agreed to hold only informal ses- 
sions last Friday and Monday. With 
the holiday Tuesday, practically no 
business was done until last 
Wednesday. The agreement was 
made that no debatable matters 
should be taken up in order that rights 
of absent members might lie pro- 
tected. In consequence the Senators 
and Representatives had a live-day 
vacation. All this has further put off 
prorogation and it now seems prob- 
able that the final adjournment can- 
not come until well into May and 
possibly not until the last week of 
next month. 

Both branches have rejected the 
bill of the Public Franchise League 
for an investigation by the Attorney 
General of the capitalization and 
sale of securities of public utility 
holding companies. Other measures 
rejected by botli branches include 
the recommendations of the State 
Tax Commissioner relating to the 
definition of "net income" in connec- 
tion with the taxation of banks, trust 
companies and certain other corpora- 
tions and the petition of the Massa- 
chusetts Tax Collectors ami Treas- 
urers’ Association for legislation to 
facilitate the sale of property taken 
for non-payment of taxes. 

The passing this week of Represen- 
tative Howard S. Shepard of Shrews- 
bury makes a total of six deaths 
among the House membership since 
the 1931-1932 General Court entered 
upon its duties in January one year 
ago. In addition there have been 
three resignations among House 
members, making a total of nine gone 
out of the 240 members. 

The adverse report of the Commit- 
tee on Taxation on the bill that dis- 
tributors of motor vehicle fuel he re- 
imbursed for services and expenses 
involved in respect to the tax on gas- 
oline lias been accepto/1 by both the 
Senate and House. 

Legislation has been passed and 
signed by the Governor extending un- 
til Dec. 31. 1935. the law under which 
justices of District Courts may sit 
in the Superior Court in the disposi- 
tion of criminal cases. This plan was 
adopted some years ago in order to 
relieve the congestion in the dockets 
of the Superior Court and has met 
with success. It would have expired 
the end of this year had not an act 
been passed to further extend the 
system for three years. 

The Governor has signed the bill 
to include "physically handicapped” 
children in the provisions of the ex- 
isting statutes which authorize cities 
and towns to furnish educational fa- 
cilities to children forced to remain 
at home because of their crippled con- 
dition. The phrase “physically handi- 
capped" was added to liberalize the 
application of this law. 

Under the provisions of a measure 
which has been enacted and approved 
by the Governor, the use without 
charge of State armories is permitted 
for drill purposes to band and drum 
corps of organizations of war veter- 
ans. 

Senator Hollis sought to have sub- 
stituted for an adverse committee re- 
port a bill to provide for the payment 
of annuities to dependents of police- 
men or firemen fatally injured in the 
performance of their duties whether 
or not death occurs within a year. 
The Senator argued that such a meas- 
ure was only justice and said that 
failure to have such a provision in the 
law had caused suffering in certain 
cases. The Senate, however, voted, 
12 to 6. against substitution. 

The House rejected two proposed 
amendments to the minimum wage 
law. One of them was debated at 
length, Representative Luitwieler ar- 
guing for the measure. This would 
have authorized the Minimum Wage 
Commission to revise wage decrees 
without the convening of a wage 
board. 

A favorable report has been made 
by tlie Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee on the bill to increase the 
powers of the State Auditor and to 
gations of State activities.

The cutaway, which has crowded 
out the Prince Albert, is smart and 
natty, but the other has always pos- 
sessed a grandeur which the cutaway 
can never expect to attain. Look at 
the paintings, engravings, litlio- j 
graphs, etc., of our illustrious men of 
tlie past and how many will you see 
wearing a Prince Albert? All pic- 
tures of President McKinley would 
lead you to believe lie never wore any- 
thing else — at leasf not before the 
camera. 

Back in the days when men wore j 
silk hats to church every Sunday you ! 
would see many a Prince Albert. It J 
was part of the wardrobe of the av- 
erage citizen. Not always to lie worn ! 
with a silk lmt to he sure but at 
formal occasions where plenty of dig- 
nity was demanded. Some men wore 
a white lawn necktie, thus encroach- 
ing upon the rights of the ministers. 
One of the best purposes served by 
tlie Prince Albert was to afford oppor- 
tunity to thrust the right hand out 
of sight between the first and second 
buttonholes. That was the gesture of 
an orator and gave warning of some- 
thing ponderous to come.

Birds of Newton

Birds Along the Charles 

Newton is fortunate, birdwise, that 
one of its boundaries is the winding 
Charles, not only because of the land 
birds to be found in the woods and 
thickets along the river hanks, but on 
account of the various water birds at- 
tracted to it. The American Mer- 
ganser and the Black Duck may he ex- 
pected on this stream, and the latter 
undoubtedly breeds near its shore. 
With good luck, the beautiful Wood 
Duck may be found on it, and as these 
birds are no\v increasing to some de- 
gree in Massachusetts, we may cher- 
ish the hope that it will breed here. 

The Belted Kingfisher is certain to 
choose feeding grounds along the 
Charles and the small lakes near it. 
This brilliant bird prefers no tres- 
passers on its domains, each pair in- 
sisting on their own fishing rights and 
driving aw’ay all poachers. For at 
least fifteen years one pair, perhaps 
not the same pair, have ranged the 
waters near Hemlock Gorge and Echo 
Bridge. The Kingfisher’s nest is a 
tunnel made in a bluff or sandbank, 
the entrance hole about four inches in 
diameter, and the tunnel running from 
four to fifteen feet inward, often with 
a bend near tlie inner end. Imagine 
excavating all that with only a bird’s 
beak and claws for tools! 

The Woodcock. American Bittern, 
and Black-crowmed Night-heron un- 
doubtedly breed near the Charles, but 
it is likely that they will choose the 
western side ns less populous. It is 


munity — fair treatment of animals. 
But those long-headed men who gave 
this State its first laws knew’ and un- 
derstood. Examples are frequently 
found in a study of the Colonial laws 
of the sagacity of the founders of 
Massachusetts Buy. 

They did not forget the animals. 
With a directness that permitted no 
waste of words they wrote in the 
sachusetts Bay,” promulgated by the 
General Court in 1641, thus: 

"It is ordered by this court that 
no man shall exercise tyranny or 
cruelty toward any brute creatures 
which are kept for use of man." There 
is the whole story told hundreds of 
years ago, with a simplicity that per- 
mits no argument. 


probable that the Little Green Heron 
breeds in the woods near. All one 
autumn a Little Green Heron and an 
American Bittern kept one another 
company at the small ponds in the 
Newton Cemetery. 

Within the possibilities on the 
Charles are visits from the Great Blue 
Heron, Grebes, Gulls, Loons, the 
White Heron, and Egrets, the latter 
in August. Altogether this river and 
the region immediately adjacent to 
it present more fascinating opportuni- 
ties for the birdlover, with or without 
a canoe. Forest Grove Road, off Is- 
lington road, will he a delightful bird 
walk in early morning all through 
May. From Riverside to Lower Falls 
along the river hank used to he a rich 
bird country before the new golf 
course worked such desolation among 
the trees, but some of the birds will 
return this spring. The more lonely 
upper stretches of the river near Ken- 
drick’s Bridge have been favorite re- 
sorts for Bittern for many years. 

The birds whose arrival may be ex- 
pected this week include the Virginia 
and Sora Rails, both of which might 
he found along the Charles, as they 
breed in fresh w’ater marshes as well 
as near the sea. the Broad-winged 
Hawk, long since driven from Newton, 
tlie Pigeon Hawk, which may be seen 
in migration, leaving about the first 
of May. The White-throated Spar- 
row and the Yellow Palm Warbler, the 
one with the nervously twitching tail, 
are now due, to stay about a month.

Girl Scouts 

“Strop your pack to your back, 
with a sandwich for a snack, 
And we’ll take to the woods with 
a song.” 

Sung to the familiar tune of the 
Caisson Song, these words may be 
heard along any woodland trail dur- 
ing these first days of spring. 
“Through the brush, through the 
brake, when the day Is first 
awake, then the Girl Scouts go 
hiking along.” 

The day-hike season is here for Girl 
Scouts. 

A successful hike needs planning in 
advance, according to the Program 
Division at national Girl Scout head- 
quarters, and, parents of the girls 
who are going should know the com- 
plete plans for the trip. 

“The secret of a successful outing 
is to see how little one can take along 
and still be comfortable. An old camp- 
er is known by the simplicity and fit- 
ness of her equipment. She has 
learned how to fashion on the spot 
many substitutes for ‘houghten’ 
things that are considered so neces- 
sary in the home. Inexperienced hik- 
ers will probably burden themselves 
with a great deal of unnecessary 
equipment or an overabundance of 
food, unless it is suggested to them 
that they travel as light as possible. 
If the hands are free and the load 
light, the trip will be so much mo^e 
enjoyable." 

Other good advice, in the Girl Scout 
program for day hikers is the sugges- 
tion that old comfortable clothing be 
worn. Wool hose, free from holes or 
darns are best. Comfortable, well 
hroken-in shoes with broad toes and 
low heel° are suggested in preference 
to the high topped heavy walking 
boot, which is usually stiff, hot and 
heavy. 

A coat, sweater or rain togs should 
be worn or carried and a bandana or 
neckerchief Is handy to have along. 
This may be worn as a hat or necker- 
chief. When the sun Is hot and glaring 
it may be pulled up over the nose to 
protect the face. Tied to a stick it 
may he used as a signal flag, or it 
may be converted Into n bag in which 
to carry food or treasures. 

“So take your pack and strap it 
to your back. 

For the Girl Scouts are hiking 
along.” 

This song will be hummed by many 
groups of Newton Girl Scouts as they 
spend the day or a weekend in the 
open at Camp Mary Day this spring.

Members and friends of the Central 
Church Woman’s Association who 
went on the “Russian Tour” on Wed- 
nesday. April 13, have been unanimous 
in their appreciation of the efforts of 
those who planned it. The tour was 
arranged by Mrs. H.. S. Kimball, secre- 
tary of the Boston Friendship Tours. 
Miss Margaret McGill, president of the 
Boston Branch. American Association 
of University Women, acted as chair- 
man. 

The first part of the program was 
at Norfolk House Center in Roxbury. 
Here Mrs. Sherwood Eddy spoke very 
interestingly on several personalities 
in Russia and on some of her own ob- 
servations there. Although the food of 
the Russians is very poor, the best of 
everything is reserved for the chil- 
dren and they are sturdy and robust. 
Many of the intelligentsia have now 
thrown in their lot with the Soviets 
as they recognize that the new order 
has come to stay. Liberty of speech, of 
conscience, and of the press have been 
taken away. and there is no freedom. 

Professor Henry W. L. Dana, in 
speuking of the Russian Drama, on 
which he is an authority, said that the 
acid test of Russian culture was the 
ability to understand the culture of 
other lands. It is not fair to say that 
only Rolshevik plays are allowed, as 
they have kept the best of their old 
dramas, and in addition have become 
quite international in their presenta- 
tion of plays. Greek plays are given 
and at least sixteen of Shakespeare’s 
plays have been produced. The Rus- 
sians are making an effort to liquidate 
illiteracy, and to make culture possible 
for more people. They feel they, can not 
afford not to open libraries, art mu- 
seums and theatres to people who love 
these things and demand them. The 
movies are not displacing theatres 
hut are supplementary in districts 
where players can not go. 

The second part of the program was 
given in the chapel of the Russian 
church on Dearborn street. Professor 
George A. Znamensky, who is studying 
at Harvard for his doctor’s degree, 
gave a very illuminating comparison 
of educational methods in Russia and 
America. He especially emphasized 
the fact that there was no place for 
harmonious development of individual 
freedom in Russian education. In re- 
gard to the five year plan, he held 
that the aim is right, but the means 
are wrong, while in their education 
the means are right but the aim is 
wrong. 

Serge Demidoff. a Russian refugee, 
now studying at Northeastern Univer- 
sity. gave some of his adventures in 
reaching America. The long trek 
across Siberia, sojourn in Harbin 
training in the Chinese army, escape 
from there and journey to San Fran- 
cisco were all vividly described in 
fairly accurate English, acquired since 
landing in America three years ago. 

The inspection of the church and 
explanation of the ritual by Rev. J. E. 
Grigorief constituted the last part of 
the program. It was all very colorful, 
but rather bewildering to the average 
person seeing it for the first time. 
The son of the Priest, i Vladimir Grig- 
orief, who seems very thoroughly 
Americanized, gave some very enter- 
taining selections on the balalaika, 
the Russian national instrument. 


Rotary Club 

An interesting story of "the land 
down under" was told the members 
of the Newton Rotary Club at the 
weekly meeting on Monday at the 
Woodland Golf Club when Rodney 
Spiers, assistant executive of Norum 
bega Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America, told of life in Australia 
Australia is but a few hundred 
square miles less in area than the 
United States and Mexico combined. 
The population, largely white, in- 
creased through three different waves 
of development. English prisoners 
were sent there in larg^ numbers as 
the first large influx of people. The 
second came with the gold rushes and 
the tklrd through the land boom 
which burst in the early part of the 
present century and left many strand- 
ed there to eke out a living. The pres- 
ent population of nearly eight million 
is but slightly more than that of New 
York City and as they are spread 
out over a large area it still seems 
sparsely settled in many places. 

Life on a sheep station, the shear- 
ing of sheep, the wool sales, and the 
trading in rams were some of the 
highlights of Australian life the speak 
er touched upon. Rabbits and kanga- 
roos provide means of livelihood for 
many. 

The towns are largely similar to 
those (jf America as much of the de- 
velopment of Australia is being done 
by Americans. The Australian policy 
in regard to immigration of the yellow 
and black races is somewhat of a han- 
dicap to the development of the coun- 
try as the white man cannot stand the 
heat as well as the other races. 

One of the interesting phases of 
community life is the service of neigh- 
bors. The speaker told of an occa- 
sion where a householder was laid up 
with a broken leg and his neighbors 
organized to harvest his crops and 
keep his farm running by working to- 
gether Sundays. 

In the churches in the outlying dis- 
tricts where people have to travel 
miles to attend all faiths join in the 
one service, each taking turns on suc- 
cessive Sundays but with persons of 
all faiths present at all.

Newton North 1840 
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School Committee Votes Not 
To Increase The Salaries of 
Teachers As Per Schedule 


Some Members of Committee Favored Increases Followed 
By Flat Reduction Of All 


The Newton School Committee held 
a special meeting on Tuesday night 
at which Mayor Weeks was present. 
The matter of granting increases in 
salaries to teachers in the Newton 
schools was discussed. It has been 
the practice in this city for a num- 
ber of years to gradually increase the 
salaries of teachers eacli year until 
the maximum was reached. For the 
past two years, because of economic 
conditions, some of the Aldermen have 
objected to the grapting of these in- 
creases. This year Mayor Weeks lias 
been opposed to the increases and 
there lias been considerable discus- 
sion over the question. Chairman 
George H. Tracy of the Committee 
has taken the stand that since the 
policemen and firemen of Newton 
were granted automatic increases this 
year, the school teachers should not 
be discriminated against. Especial- 
ly since the financial condition of the 
city does not necessitate this econ- 
omy. 

Some weeks ago the School Com- 
mittee voted 4 to 3 to ask for an 
appropriation of $7000 in this year’s 
budget to allow the increases to lie 
granted if the Committee decided to 
do so at a later date. The members 
voting in favor at that time were 
Butts. Church. Cornell and Mather. 
At the meeting on Tuesday night 
the members who had so voted 
changed their attitude. Chairman 
Tracy said that the financial condi- 
tion of the city does not warrant tak- 
ing this step, and to do so will vio- 
late a moral obligation with many 
teachers who have a right to expect 
that the city will keep faith with 
them. Some of the teachers referred 
to by Mr. Tracy gave up positions 
with higher salaries in other places 
to come to Newton on the supposition 
that the annual increases tljey would 
receive in this city would eventual- 
ly bring their salaries to a higher 
level. 

At the start of the meeting Mr. 
Tracy read a ruling from City Solici- 
tor Bartlett which stated that the 
schedule of teachers’ salaries adopted 
several years a^o by the then School 
Committee, and observed since, is not 
mandatory, and can be suspended or 
changed at any time. At that time 
Mr. Bartlett also ruled that the auto- 
matic increases given members of 
the Newton Police and Fire Depart- 
ments was mandatory. Subsequent- 
ly the Supreme Court of Massachu- 
setts in a case involving salaries of 
Boston police and firemen, ruled other- 
wise.

Supt. of Schools Wheeler submitted 
a list which sliowed that 142 teach- 
ers had been certified as eligible for 
$100 increases in salaries this year. 
Under the existing schedule 42 more 
teachers would have been eligible, 
but as these had nearly reached the 
maximum, Mr. Wheeler had omitted 
their names because of the prevail- 
ing economic conditions. He called 
attention to the fact that tho city is 
being saved $20,000 in the coming 
year’s school budget because of the 
services of 10 teachers will be dis- 
pensed with and additional teachers 
will not be appointed. This savings 
would offset the additional sum re- 
quired to allow the increases. Mayor 
Weeks answered this argument by 
stating that $100,000 could be saved 
if more pupils be averaged to each 
teacher. He said that if the "teacher 
load" be restored to 32 pupils instead 
of 28. as at present, this savings can 
be affected. 

Mr. Mather said: "I still feel as 
I did earlier that if it Is necessary 
to save from $15,000 to $17,000 in 
teachers’ salaries, the only fair way 
to do it is to make a percentage de- 
c-lease, after granting the proposed 
increases. This would be fairer than 
to put the bun-den on one-third of the 
teachers ana those who would find 
it heavier to bear. 

"I talked today with a number of 
the teachers and principals. I find 
that the teachers themselves prefer 
the action Mrs. Cornell has indicated 
rather than a percentage decrease. If 
that Is their desire, we should ac- 
cede. We must take whatever action 
is the least blow to the morale of 
the teachers. They believe that a 
percentage decrease would be aban- 
doning the schedule, while they would 
accept gracefully the ruling as Mrs. 
Cornell has moved. They would not 
accept happily any other method. 

"Personally I am not yet convinced 
that the city should abandon its sche- 
dule to save $14,200. At the same 
time there is a widespread feeling 
throughout the city that there should 
be no increases. I will vote for the 
motion as proposed.” 

Committeeman Fernahl of Ward 3 
expressed the opinion that it is bet- 
ter to withhold increases than to 
make a flat reduction on all teach- 
ers salaries. He commented, "It is 
taking away a hope instead of a fact.” 
Mayor Weeks then said: 

"The sum of $14,200 is a drop in 
the bucket, only ten cents in the tax 
rate, but it is not the only $14,000 
that we are saving. My objective

Would Have 
School Sessions 
Columbus Day 

Committeeman Church to Seek 
Change in Rules 


At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee last Monday night, 
Pllliott B. Church, member from Ward 
1. started something. Mr. Church has 
for sometime been opposed to the 
schools in this city closing on cer- 
tain holidays. When the school cal- 
endar for the coming school year 
came before the committee Monday 
night. Mr. Church advocated keeping 
the schools open on Columbus Day 
and Armistice Day. He asked Mr. 
Lund, newly elected Superintendent 
of Schools, who was present, wlint 
the practice is at Norwalk, Connecti- 
cut. where Mr. Lund now is in charge. 
Mr. Lund replied that the schools in 
that city have been kept open on these 
two holidays. He added that. April 
19th and June 17th, two other Mas- 
sachusetts holidays are not observed 
in Connecticut. These are two other 
holidays which Mr. Church has wanted 
the Newton schools kept open on. 
Mr. Lund also commented that he be- 
lieves that school children can bet- 
ter observe patriotic holidays in 
school than out of school. 

Mr. Church replied that lie was de- 
lighted to bear this sentiment from 
Mr. Lund, as it coincided with what 
lie has contended. He made a mo- 
tion that the Newton Public Schools 
be kept' open on next Columbus Day. 
Mr. Mather, member of the committee 
from Ward 6, called attention to the 
fact that the . rules of the Newton 
School Department state that the 
schools shall close on all legal holi- 
days. so Chairman Tracy ruled Mr. 
Church’s motion out of order. Mr. 
Church then announced that at the 
next regular meeting of the School 
Committee he will move to have the 
rules amended so that the schools 
will not close on Columbus Day. Mr. 
Tracy commented that if such a mo- 
tion were passed, a larger portion of 
Newton’s citizens will he offended. 
Mr. Church replied that he Is willing 
to take the responsibility for such a 
result. Mr. Tracy inquired why Mr. 
Church singled out Columbus Day? 
The Ward 1 member replied that he 
desires to start with one holiday, that 
there is more sentiment attached to 
Armistice Day. that April 19 comes in 
a vacation period next year and June 
17 will fall on a Saturday.

"T. N. T.!” Anything might hap- 
pen when that Is set in motion! So 
thought the audience I hat assembled 
in the Newton High School Auditori- 
um, on Wednesday evening. April 27. 
to witness the premiere performance 
of the play with that explosive title. 
This production also given on the two 
successive evenings was under the 
efficient supervision of Miss Estelle

"T. N. T..” as the name suggests 
kept the audience in u constant state 
of expectancy, interspersed with sud- 
den and startling revelations. This 
clever and up-to-the-minute Comedy 
in three acts is from the pen of Doug- 
las Sloane, well-known In Newton for 
the number of plays that have ap- 
peared here under his name. Mr. 
Sloane, who wrote the play especially 
for this occasion also coached the pro- 
duction. 

The scene takes place in the Jones’ 
living room and portrays the trials 
and tribulations of a small town fam- 
ily, who besides all the ills that be- 
fall mortals, are also harassed with the 
problem of training a dumb and far- 
from beautiful Swedish maid.

It was a 
juvenile role for which she seemed 
especially suited, and she played it 
with a grace and charm of manner 
that was most appealing. There al- 
ways has to he some sort of villain 
in every play, and T. N. T. was not 
slighted in this respect for Cushman 
Clapp as Vincent Tyler made the near- 
est approach to a villain that could 
he found In the cast of T. N. T. Mr.

Record Vote For Primary Election In Newton As 32% Cast 
Ballots — Smith Sweeps City on Democratic Ticket 


The unusual interest in the Presi- 
dential Primary was manifested on 
Tuesday by the fact that a much 
larger number than usually votes at 
such an election went to the polls: 
32% of the registered voters cast bal- 
lots. These Included 6969 Republi- 
cans and 1839 Democrats. The vote 
was brought out by the contests be- 
tween Mayor Weeks and Representa- 
tive Luitweiler on the Republican side 
and the Roosevelt-Smith contest on 
the Democrat side. 

The issue between Weeks and Luit- 
weiler was based largely on the Pro- 
hibition question and when it became 
evident that Mr. Luitweiler and his 
supporters were making a determined 


campaign. Mayor Weeks and his 
friends left no stone unturned to pre- 
vent his defeat as delegate. Much 
literature, including many pledge 
cards were sent out in Weeks’ inter- 
est, house to house visits were made 
by his workers and many automobiles 
were out on Tuesday in his aid. The 
Luitweiler forces held many house 
meetings and appeals were made by 
the "dry” advocates in his behalf. 

While no concerted efforts were 
made by the Smith adherents in the 
city the quiet work performed by his 
admirers wa3 evidenced in the ma- 
jority he received in the Newtons. A 
tabulated report of the vote in the 
Newtons and the Weeks-Luitweiler 
vote in the 9th District follows.

INTERSCHOLASTIC 

MEET IN 1933 

I In the spring of 1933 the annual out* 
! door Interscholnstlo track meet staged 
by the Massachusetts High School Ath- 
'letic Association will be hold at the 
I Newton High School outdoor track. 
Such was the vote of the association 
at Its regular spring meeting this week 
at the Framingham Normal School. 
This year, as in the past several years 
the stnte championships will be held 
in conjunction with the Harvard in- 
terscholastic meet early in May. Until 
this year it has been impossible to 
hold the meet independently because 
of lack of a suitable place where the 
athletes could he accommodated. 

At the meeting of the association 
the suggestion was made by Dr. Oscar 
Martin. Newton faculty manager and 
cliairninn of the association track 
meet committee. It is somewhat the 
general opinion that the Harvard meet 
is held too early for the coaches of 
the schoolboy teams to prepare them 
for championship races. The sugges- 
tion was made that the meet, when 
held at Newton, be put off until June. 

The annual State championship pub- 
lic school relay carnival is always held 
at Fitchburg on the first Saturday in 
June and in order to avoid a conflict 
the meet to be held at Newton will be 
held on some other Saturday in the 
month. The vote on the motion to 
such effect was passed unanimously. 

The association voted not to recon- 
sider its vote of last December re- 
garding the eligibility of athletes de- 
spite the fact that some effort was 
made to clarify the ruling. The pres- 
ent ruling requires an athlete to be 
passing in fourteen prepared periods. 
With some schools having longer 
periods than other schools there was 
felt that there might be some injus- 
tice. The question of what constitu- 
ted a sophomore was another trouble 
some point. The object of the rule is 
to prevent athletes from returning to 
school for another try at athletics. The 
change in the former so-called “three 
vear rule” will not go into effect until 
Dec. 15th. 

In brief the new rule means that 
any student who has reached his jun- 
ior year may not compete in any ath- 
letic^ after his regular senior year. A 
freshman or a sophomore may change 
to a five-year course for a four-year 
course in a high school having the jun- 
ior high system) and still be eligible 
for athletics.

Father Louis J. Gallagher, new pres- 
ident of the Boston College, was the 
guest speaker at the meeting of the 
Rotary Club on Monday at the Wood- 
land Golf Club. He was introduced 
by George J. Martin, who told of 
Fr. Gallagher’s interest in the Rus- 
sian situation, which was to lie the 
subject of the address. Father Gal- 
lagher spent six years in Russia with 
the American Relief organization and 
since his return has kept in touch 
with the situation there through close 
study. His knowledge of conditions 
was evidenced by the close attention 
of his audience which found the ad- 
dress of great interest. 

Having been greatly interested in 
education the speaker mentioned his 
intention of dealing with the Rus- 
sian situation on that subject in’ par- 
ticular. He told of the effect of the 
closing of the schools at the time of 
the war with the result that millions 
of children were allowed to shift for 
themselves. The feeding and care of 
these homeless children was one of 
the chief concerns of the relief or- 
ganizations. 

In 1923 and 1924 the government be- 
gan to re-open the schools but with 
the avowed purpose of educating the 
children in Communism. Religion Ijad 
been removed. The Russian attitude 
maintained that everything was ma- 
terial and nothing was spiritual. 
There Is enough trouble in this 
world why bother about the next. 
All teachers were required to take 
an atheistic oath. Every lesson that 
was taught contained some Commu- 
nistic philosophy. Cultural subjects 
were discarded, at least for the pres- 
ent. 

The next generation, or at least the 
generation to follow, will be the gen- 
eration that will be a menace to the 
world. Unless something happens to 
make a change in the system that 
generation will have no idea of fe- 
ligion and will result in the greatest 
danger that Christianity has ever 
faced. 

Fr. Gallagher referred to previous 
occasions when Christianity has been 
threatened and that it had come 
through. Russia must first be un- 
educated in order to be retaught the 
right way of life. 

Our first thought should be to pro- 
vide our own educational system with 
whatever may be lacking. There can 
be no economics, no Industry, without 


morality. Can we teach morality 
without some regard to religion? 
Might it help if we turn to God? 
That is a serious question. 

Among the several guests who were 
present at the meeting were Super- 
intendent of Schools Ulyses G. Whee- 
ler and Mr. John Lund, Superinten- 
dent-elect who will succeed Mr. Whee- 
ler when the latter retires In Septem- 
ber.

The Newton High 
School and The 
Community 

By Robert V. Spencer 

It Is difficult for one who as u stu- 
dent of education years ago found that 
Newton had at that time gone fur- 
ther than most other cities in cor- 
relating the work of its high school 
system with the needs of Its com- 
munity, to write a descriptive arti- 
cle on this subject without having 
It read like un oration in praise of 
the institution. On the other hand, 
it would be difficult to say anything 
by way of criticism without discussing 
problems which apply with equal 
pertinence to secondary and college 
education over the country as a whole, 
and tendencies against which mnny 
leaders in education, including those 
of the Newton High School, have been 
struggling for years. 

It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that the students who graduate 
from the Newton High School, like 
those who are prepared for college 
in the other best high schools of the 
country, achieve success in their schol- 
astic records at higher institutions 
of learning equal to, and even a bit 
above, those who have been prepared 
at private schools. In February. 1931, 
a survey was made of the class stand- 
ings of the 102 members of the Glass 
of 1930 who were registered at the 
higher grade colleges in the East. It 
was found that 40.6 percent of the 
613 marks so far given were of honor 
grade and 97.6 were of passing. 

The college preparatory work of 
the Newton High School is steadily 
growing in importance. During the 
school year 1931-32 the registration 
of students who were being prepared 
for college entrance examinations 
showed an increase of 25 percent over 
those of the previous year, while the 
figures for the country us u whole 
showed a decrease of 4 percent. This 
shows that there is an ever-increas- 
ing desire on the part of the people 
of the city that their children shall 
have the advantage of a college edu- 
cation. 

The general registration figures 
show that this increased interest in 
high school education is not confined 
to the group whose children aspire to 
a higher education. From 1920 to 1930 
there was an increase in high school 
registration of 45.5 per cent while the 
increase in the elementary school reg- 
istration of the city was but 22.3 per 
cent. 

Superintendent Wheeler is right 
when he says. “Newton is a city of 
educationally minded people." Prob- 
ably no community in the United 
States, unless it be some small uni- 
versity town, has a higher percentage 
of professional and other college 
trained people than our own city. 
Ask the new families who are mov- 
ing into Newton at the rate of over 
two a day why they selected Newton 
as the place in which to live and. 
aside from their preference for the 
city because of its convenient trans- 
portation facilities, they will answer. 
"We moved into Newton because we 
knew thut it had an excellent school 
system.” ami when they say that a 
good percentage are thinking of the 
reputation of our high school. In 
placing such emphusis on the col- 
lege preparatory work, our school de- 
partment is backed by the strongest 
kind of community demand. 

As important and successful as the 
college preparatory work of our high 
school is. it would be tragic if it 
were limited to this special field. 
With the rapid development of pub- 
lic secondary education in this coun- 
try. starting in the latter part of 
the 19th century, a new problem 
arose. No longer were the boys and 
girls receiving edncatlonul training 
beyond the grammar grades confined 
to those from the few select families 
who expected their children to enter 
the learned professions and the high- 
er levels of business. High school 
education had become democratic and 
presented a wholly new set of prob- 
lems. The educational world woke 
up to the fact that the biggest prob- 
lem facing high school administra- 
tion was not to train the leaders of 
society, as important as that was. 
but that from that time on it must 
prepare the masses which it found 
entering the doors of our high schools 
for successful living. The Newton 
High School was one of the first to 
visualize this new responsibility and 
to set about energetically to find a 
solution. 

Newton’s answer to this challenge 
was the Vocational High School es- 
tablished in 1909. A business course 
of study had been established in 1903, 
and this became the business division 
of the new school. An Important ad- 
vance step was taken in 1924 when 
the high school system was unified, 
mukiug the business und trade schools 
an integral part of the central sys- 
tem. und displacing the old plan of 
having those who were tuking prac- 
tical training in un entirely separute 
school where they were given an in- 
feriority complex because they were 
not enrolled among the favored 
classes who were being trained ac- 
cording to the old English idea of 
cultural education for the gentry. 

It is impossible within the brief 
space of this article to describe In 
detail the great vuriety of courses 
offered by a highly trained faculty in 
each division of the high school. The 
business and trade schools, music, 
domestic science, athletics and extra 
curricular activities would each re- 
quire special articles for anything tike 
complete description. It is enough 
here, perhaps, to say thut the varied 
and enriched curriculum offered to- 
duy by our high school is given with 
the purpose of preparing all the pu- 
pils who attend for useful and happy 
lives in u modern world. 

The results following vocational 
truiuing are not as spectacular as 
those of the boys who leud their ath- 
letic teams at Dartmouth. Harvard 
and Yule, but they none the less de- 
serve recognition. Upwards of 65 per- 
cent of the boys who gruduute from 
the Technical school secure positions 
directly in the trades for which they 
have been trained.

Each year the girls look forward 
to this spring cleaning at Camp Mary 
Day and each year the number of 
girls who take the opportunity of 
spending the day at camp gets larger.

the facts usually disclosed by the fol- 
low-up each year of those who 
have graduated from the business and 
trade divisions of the school. A study 
was made covering the three years 
following graduation of the 96 girls 
I from the business division in the 
class of 1926. At that time 65 held 
office positions. 6 were registered 
in higher positions of learning and 
largely financing themselves. 5 were 
in training as nurses. 8 were mar- 
ried and 2 were caring for the fam- 
ily at home. All of the 65 girls in of- 
fice positions had secured employ- 
ment und promotion directly as the 
result of their high school training. 

1 and 51 of the number had been work- 
ing for the same firm upwards of two 
years. 

The following case is also interest- 
ing. After graduating from the Vo- 
cational School seven years ago. a 
certain boy decided to prepare for the 
priesthood, a long hard pull. His 
mother recently received a letter 
from George Washington University 
saying that this boy who had near- 
ly completed his course of study had 
made a very creditable record and 
had largely financed himself by su- 
pervising the electrical work in sev- 
eral of the college buildings. Even 
in this case his training for electrical 
work had not been lost. Many of 
the graduates of this department are 
directly employed by the General 
Electric. Telephone and other large 
1 corporations. 

In no direction has education made 
greater strides in recent years than 
in the ability to determine with sci- 
entific accuracy the grades of a child’s 
mental abilities and the fields in 
which he is naturally most promts- 
' ing. While so-called Intelligence tests 
are used largely in elementary school 
work, the results of this new attitude 
in education, to base pedagogical 
treatment on scientifically determined 
I facts, is curried over into the guid- 
ance of high school students. In the 
Newton High School the selection of 
courses of study is under a special 
Guidance Committee of the faculty. 
As the junior high schools are becotu- j 
ing better organized, this committee 
is coming to have the benefit of their 
experience with the students. 
Through the work of this committee 
in studying the needs of those who 
are making failures in one or more 
subjects, a high percentage of stu- | 
dent Inefficiency is being eliminated. 
Better still, advice by the faculty ad- j 
visor based on the elementary school i 
experience is tending to eliminate sub- 
ject failure by the choice of courses ; 
to which the student is adapted. 

The time has passed when John is i 
considered fodder for the educational 
scrap heap because he does not like | 
Latin, and Mary is thought to be good j 
for nothing except a second-rate 
housewife because she cannot readily 1 
master the formal logic of geometry. 
John may drop his Latin, provided his 
parents will consent, and concentrate 
upon the mechanical things which he I 
understands and likes, and Mury may 
drop her geometry and study short- j 
hand und typewriting and prepare her- I 
self for a useful independent life. 

The Newton High School is admin- 1 
istered upon the belief that it is an in- J 
Stitution established by the people, 
supported by the people and exists 
for the benefit of all their children 
who enter its doors. The work of our 
high school is an acknowledgment 
of the principle that every student en- 
rolled bus a right to the best educa- 
tional training it bus to offer, whether 
upon graduation he expects to cou 
tittue his studies or immediately to 
tuke up the stern battle of life

Birds of Newton 

Eleanor Mellen 


"The time of the singing of birds 
ha-* come.” Horticulturists say that 
this season is two weeks behind in 
their business but the warm sunshine 
of at least part of the last ten days 
has brought the birds very nearly 
even with their regular calendar. One 
morning last week at four a. m. t just 
as the eastern sky was tinting with 
dawn, the robins, always the early 
birds, began their cry of “kill Mm, 
cure Mm. give him physic”; a few 
minutes later the bluejays sounded 
their music-box call, but somewhat 
listlessly, as if they had been wakened 
too early. Later still, as befits birds 
who dwell in holes, the starlings 
started to chatter. By the way, when 
the note of any bird is heard, and that 
bird cannot be seen, suspect the starl- 
ing. They are fine mimics. 

As the sun rose, the purple finches 
poured out their beautiful song, and 
the chipping sparrows, who have been 
silent during most of the ten days 
since their arrival. thrilled their 
sweet and monotonous notes over and 
over again. By that time the listener 
had been sung to sleep, but when 
breakfast time arrived, so had the 
chickadee, shouting a merry “Hello! 
Chickadee-dee-dee!” from the window 
feeding tray. 

The home birds, those of the door- 
yard. orchard, shade trees and shrub- 
bery. are here in fair numbers now. 
while others will arrive almost daily 
for several weeks to come. Whether 
they stay in our door-yards depends 
largely upon what we offer them. 
Food, water, shelter are our three in- 
ducements as they are their chief 
needs. 

If the bird-boxes have not been put 
up or the old ones cleaned from last 
year’s litter, this should be done with- 
out delay. Bird-boxes need not be ex- 
pensive. Two door-yards were adorned 
with attractive and rather costly bird- 
houses but the white-breasted nut- 
hatches. which had fed there all win- 
ter. went a block distant to nest in a 
salt-box with a hole cut in one end. 
that a school-girl had nailed to a 
tree. Nesting places should be provid- 
ed if we would be friendly to the birds, 
for home-sites and building materials 
are more and more difficult for them 
to obtain. Lawns, and even roadsides, 
are so tidy these days, that small 
straws and other litter are hard to 
find. 

Common white string. cut into 
pieces about a foot long, will take to 
itself wings and fly away nearly as 
fast as It can be supplied. Scattered on 
the lawn in the afternoon it is usually 
gone in the morning, our morning, that 
is. not at four-thirty a. m. Robins and 
grackles will gather it into heakfuls 
almost as large as themselves. The 
robins need mud with which to plaster 
the inside of their nests. A dripping 
faucet or a pan of water near freshly 
spaded earth is much appreciated. 
Tufts of white fluffy cotton will be 
snatched at. literally, by kingbirds, 
tree swallows, and some of the warbl- 
ers. to he used for nest lining. It is 
said that egg-shells on the lawn will 
attract tree swallows, but 1 cannot 
vouch for it. 

A wave of ruby-crowned kinglets 
passed through Newton dooryurds on 
Monday, scattering music all the way. 
Usually migrating birds while feed- 
ing move in the general direction of 
their migration but these were ranging 
south, perhaps discouraged by the 
dark sky ami chill wind. 

The birds due to urrive this week 
include Chimney Swifts, saying “Scis- 
sors’* high overhead und often flying in 
threes, Towhees also called Ground 
Robin, birds of the w 4 »ods, scratching 
Brown Thrashers, called by some bet-

Means Committee made provision for 
the payment of $764,750. The Gover- 
nor contended that the money had 
not yet been borrowed and if provi- 
sion for payment were made 
increase the burden of the 1932 tax- 
payer.

A regular meeting of the Newton 
School Committee was held on Mon- 
day night. All members were present 
and John Lund of Norwalk. Connec- 
ticut. who will succeed Mr. Wheeler 
as Superintendent of Schools, was 
also present. A subcommittee com- 
posed of Messrs. Church. Butts and 
Fernald which had been studying the 
relations between the High and Vo- 
cational Schools made the following 
recommendations: 

“Your committee with the assist- 
ance of Mr. Wheeler. Mr. Palmer and 
Mr. Forbes has carefully considered 
the various questions incident to the 
recommendations of the State Depart- 
ment of Education that the vocational 
work now carried on under the name 
of Vocational Division of the Newton 
High School be separated as fully 
as possible from the high school ad- 
ministration and in the future be car- 
ried on by the director. Mr. Forbes, in 
accordance with the suggestion often 
received and frequently repeated 
from the Vocational Division of the 
State Board of Education. 

“The committee considered the fol- 
lowing: 1. Separation. 2. Name. 

“1. The committee recommends 
that the vocational training be sep- 
arate from the high school for the 
following reasons: The practical ben- 
efits derived from the organization 
of the vocational work as part of the 
Newton High School are very small 
and are more than offset by the dis- 
advantages. The length of the voca- 
tional school day being seven hours 
as compared with the five hours of 
tlie high school prevents the vocation- 
al school board from participating in 
any high school activities taking place 
in the afternoon. If the vocational service to applicants with dependents, ing up lists of dates of rallies. Such 
boys are excused to participate in 
sports at 2:15 their school work is in- 
terrupted and can with difficulty be 
made up. The vocational graduates 
should receive a trade certificate or 
diploma and not a high school diplo- 
ma. It is now more difficult for the 
vocational graduates to obtain jobs 
because of the fact that they are 
classed with all high school graduates 
instead of having a trade school di- 
ploma. which is more significant of 
the kind and quality of their school 
work. There is a great waste in 
keeping duplicate records at the vo- 
cational office and the high school 
office under the present system. This 
involves records relative to attend- 
ance, tlie educational cards, vocation- 
al reports or ranking cards and the 
guidance cards. 

"We recommend that upon estab- 
lishment of the new school the prin- 
cipal of the high school still retain 
authority and responsibility for the vo- 
cational group in connection with its 
use of lunch room and gymnasium 
and whenever In the high school 
building or on its grounds. 

"2. We recommend that the new 
school so established remain in its 
present quarters under the adminis- 
tration of a director and tliut it be 
given the official title of the Newton 
Trad*- School.

is to pick up a little here and there, 
thus adding up hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars. I think I was re- 
sponsible for quite a number of dol- 
lars turned hack to the city treas- 
ury last year. This year, for exam- 
ple. I have taken the $25,000 appro- 
priation for office expenses and have 
charged my secretary. Mr. Dempsey, 
with the task of turning hack ten 
percept of that amount. All toll tele- 
phone calls made at city hall must he 
explained in writing. The first month 
that I put this rule into effect the 
telephone bill was one third of that 
of the previous month. 

“I think we have the situation well 
in hand this yenr. hut \ am looking 
ahead to next year.” 

Mr. Mather and Secretary Kellar of 
the School Committee informed the 
Mayor that the School Committee al- 
so has been endeavoring to effect 
economies wherever possible.

NEWTON CENTRAL COUNCIL 

The final luncheon conference of the 
season was held at The Hollis in New- 
ton on Wednesday. April 20. Tlie sub- 
ject for discussion was "The Young 
Girl Problems in Newton from tlie 
Point of View of Leisure Time Activi- 
ties”. 

Mrs. C. Douglas Mercer. President 
of tlie Boston Y. W. C. A. with which 
organization Newton is affiliated, out- 
lined the activities of the Y. W. C. A. 
and suggested ways in which Newton 
girls may avail themselves of its privi- 
leges. and also may benefit from ex- 
tension work, when needed. The Bos- 
ton Y. W. C. A. has members from 147 
communities of Metropolitan Boston. 
Newton alone has 487 girls registered 
for specific activities such as swimming 
or other sports; and this does not in- 
clude girls who come in for general 
activities such as dancing, roller skat- 
ing, etc. 

The Boston Y. W. C. A. is glad to 
help in extension work in any com- 
munity. but tlie request must come 
from tlie community, and eventually 
tlie support of the work must come 
from that community also. Advice is 
free. Newton should eventuallv have 
its own Y. W. C. A. as it did several 
years ago, but meantime extension 
work is necessary. 

There are three difficulties in 
Newton : 

1. Lack of homogeneity of the vil- 
lages 

2. Intense sectional feeling 

3. Difficulty in getting together, 
geographically and financially. 

Mrs. Steven B. Wilson, who is u 
member of the committee which has 
been sponsoring extension of Y. W. C. 
A. work in Newton, told of her experi- 
ences with a group of young girls in 
Newton. These girls are in two groups, 
ranging from bubies to Junior High 
School age. They were taken in to 
keep them off the streets around New- 
ton Corner when the Y. W. C. A. was 
functioning there as a separate organi- 
zation. under tlie leadership of Miss 
Anne Leathers. In 1930 the Newton 
Y. \V. C. A. joined with Boston, und 
for u year a paid worker was sent out 
from Boslon to keep the groups to- 
gether. Unfortunately there was no 
proper meetingplace available, volun- 
teer workers could not he obtained to 
help, and most of the children needed 
individual case-work which tlie Y. M. 
C. A. could not give, so that tlie mem- 
bership fell away almost entirely and 
tlie work bus been given up. Mrs. Wil- 
son feels, however, that there Is a real 
need for it and the Y. W. C. A. will 
help if these difficulties can bo over- 
come. A volunteer theological student 
cun be obtained to take over tlie clubs, 
if there is help. 

During tlie discussion of tills prob- 
lem various members of the confer- 
ence offered advice und definite help. 

Mr. Bruce. Executive Secretary of 
the Boy Scouts in Newton, offered to 
find a proper meeting place. Miss 
Chapin. General Secretary of the Now- 
ion Welfare Bureau, said that flic 
Bureau will help as much as possible 
through their work with the families 
of the girls, although they ure not 
equipped to do individual casework. 
Mrs. Speur. President of the Council, 
witli Mrs. Mercer, und Mrs. Wilson. 1h 
to help in securing a group of volun- 
teers to assist in tlie work of currying 
on the club activities. 


Next Tuesday evening at the lodge 
rooms of Newton Council Knights of 
Columbus located in Elks Hall. New- 
ton, Brother Fabian. C. F. X.. Supt. of 
the Working Boys’ Home will address 
the members of the Council. 

Brother Fabian has been associated 
with tlie Congregation of Francis 
Xavier for a number of years and is 
considered one of the leading authori- 
ties on the training of boys. The splen- 
did work • being accomplished year 
after vear at the Working Boys’ Home 
in Newton Highlands is due to a large 
extent, to the executive ability of 
Brother Fabian and his associates 
and their knowledge of youths. 

This Institution is known through- 
out the entire country for the remark- 
able work it is doing in caring for 
youngsters who have been deprived 
of a home of their own and without 
guidance of a father and mother. Each 
quarter of the year a little booklet, 
written bv Brother Fabian, is sent to 
subscribers in every State in the 
Union. 

In addition to the talk to be given 
by Brother Fabian, the Council will 
conduct a business meeting at which 
time nominations for Council Officers 
will he accepted for the 1932-33 term 
of administration.
